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INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents’ financial 
statistics of government enterprises for 
1982 and as such indicates the extent and 
the profitability of government activity in 
the business sector of the economy. It com- 
plements the publication Provincial Govern- 
ment Finance, Catalogue 68-207. Together 
they provide financial data on the Federal 
government's statistical universe. 


The System of Government Financial Manage- 
ment Statistics 


The System of Government Financial Man- 
agement Statistics, or FMS as it is popu- 
larly termed, is designed to permit the com- 
pilation for all governments and_ their 
agencies of financial statistics and related 
information, e.g., data on numbers of em- 
ployees, payrolls, etc. Statistics produced 
in conformity with FMS are consistent over 
time, comparable between governments at the 
same level and compatible between levels of 
government. The system has been developed 
over the past half-century by Statistics 
Canada in co-operation with officials of the 
federal, provincial, territorial and munici- 
pal governments and with others from the 
academic and business sectors. Over the 
years FMS has changed to reflect the deve- 
lopments which have occurred both in the 
activities of the governments which form its 
subject matter and in the needs of the users 
of government financial statistics. A full 
description of the concepts underlying the 
system and of the classifications embodied 
in its framework is contained in the Statis- 
tics Canada publication The System of 
Government Financial Management Statistics 
(Catalogue 68-507, 1984). 


Governments and their agencies usually 
report on their financial activities annual- 
ly in considerable detail; in many cases 
they also report at more frequent intervals 
in summary form. In addition, they may fore- 
cast their revenues and expenditures for the 
current year in budgets which reflect the 
format of the annual reports though again in 
less detail. The annual reports are con- 
cerned primarily with stewardship. They 
demonstrate that the elected and appointed 
officials have acted as required by law in 
the acquisition and disbursement of monies 
and the custodianship of assets for which 
they are responsible. Such reports, there- 
fore, reflect the organization and account- 
ing practices of the government or agency 


Cette publication présente la statistique 
financiére des entreprises publiques fédérales 
pour 1982. Par conséquent, elle fait ressortir 
l'importance et la rentabilité de l'activité de 
l'Etat dans le secteur des entreprises dans 
l'économie. Elle vient compléter la publication 
intitulée Les finances publiques provinciales, n° 
68-207 au catalogue. Ensemble, ces publications 
fournissent des données financiéres sur l'univers 
statistique de l'administration fédérale. 


Le systéme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques 


Le systéme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques, communément appelé le SGF, est un 
ensemble statistique congu de fagon a englober 
les opérations financiéres et connexes, par exem- 
ple les données sur l'emploi, la rénumération, 
etc., de l'ensemble des administrations publi- 
ques. Les statistiques établies selon le SGF sont 
cohérentes d'une année a l'autre et propres a des 
comparaisons entre administrations de méme palier 
et compatibles avec les divers ordres d'adminis- 
trations publiques. Le systéme a été mis au point 
au cours des cinquante derniéres années par 
Statistique Canada avec la collaboration de fonc- 
tionnaires fédéraux, provinciaux, territoriaux et 
municipaux ainsi que les représentants du milieu 
académique et du monde des affaires. On a modifié 
le SGF au fil des ans pour tenir compte de 1'évo- 
lution tant des activités des administrations 
publiques, qui constituent son domaine spéciali- 
sé, que des besoins des utilisateurs des statis- 
tiques sur les finances publiques. La publication 
de statistique Canada intitulée Le  systéme 
statistique de gestion des finances publiques (n° 
68-507 au catalogue, 1984) contient une descrip- 
tion compléte des concepts sur lesquels repose le 
systéme, de méme que des classifications qui le 
caractérisent. 


En régle générale, les administrations publi- 
ques et leurs organismes soumettent chaque année 
un compte rendu fort détaillé de leurs activités 
financiéres; il arrive souvent méme qu'ils 
rendent des comptes, sous forme de sommaires, a 
des intervalles plus rapprochés. Ils peuvent 
aussi établir les prévisions de leurs recettes et 
dépenses de l'année courante dans le cadre de 
budgets qui, bien que moins détaillés, s'apparen- 
tent aux rapports annuels. Ceux-ci s'inspirent 
essentiellement d'une conception fiduciaire de la 
comptabilité. Ils établissent que les représen- 
tants élus et nommés ont agi conformément aux 
dispositions de la loi relativement a 1'acquisi- 
tion et la sortie d'argent et a la garde des 
biens qui leur sont confiés. Ainsi, les rapports 
annuels traduisent la structure et les pratiques 


concerned. However, there is little uniform- 
ity among governments in either of these 
areas except at the local government level 
where similar entities within a single pro- 
vince or territory are required to use 
standard accounting systems and reports. 
Even here these systems and reports may dif- 
fer significantly from those prescribed for 
other local governments in the same province 
or territory or from those of similar enti- 
ties elsewhere. 


Meaningful analysis of the financial and 
related activities of governments, there- 
fore, has as a prerequisite the recasting of 
their reported data into a common frame- 
work. To this end the Financial Management 
System replaces the administrative type of 
government financial reports by a framework 
which describes the expenditures and employ- 
ment data of governments in a standardized 
framework. 


The Financial Management System uses a 
number of concepts, the most important 
being: 


1. Government consists of those’ bodies 
constitutionally designated as gover- 
ments - the federal and = provincial 
governments - together with other 
governments created by them - the terri- 
torial governments, municipalities, 
other entities empowered to levy taxes - 
and all other entities created or 
acquired by these governments and owned 
by them. (Ownership, however determined, 
must exceed 50% by government.) 


2. Universes. Government is divided into 
two universes. 


(a) The General Government Universe 
comprises the central core of 
ministries and departments together 
with other bodies which FMS terms 
Special Funds. These are the 
boards, agencies, commissions and 
Similar organizations created, or 
acquired, and owned by governments 
to provide services which differ in 
character, cost elements and sour- 
ces of finance from those provided 
by the other sectors of the econo- 
my. For FMS purposes this universe 
has three levels - federal, provin- 
cial/territorial and local. 


(b) The Government Enterprise Universe 
consists of those organizations, 
established or acquired and owned

Par conséquent, avant de pouvoir effectuer une 
analyse valable des activités financiéres et 
connexes des administrations publiques et de 
leurs organismes, il faut réorganiser les données 
se rapportant & ces activités en une structure 
commune. A cette fin, le Systéme de gestion 
financi@ére remplace les états financiers de type 
administratif des administrations publiques et de 
leurs organismes par une classification qui 
présente les données relatives aux dépenses et a 
l'emploi suivant un systéme normalisé. 


Le Systéme de gestion financiére utilise un 
certain nombre de concepts, dont les plus impor- 
tants sont les suivants: 


1. L'Administration publique se compose _ des 
organismes designés comme administrations 
publiques dans la Constitution, c'est-a-dire 
les administrations fédérale et provinciales, 
ainsi que les autres paliers qu'elles ont 
créés (les administrations territoriales et 
municipales et les autres entités autorisées a 
prélever des taxes) et tout autre organe créé 
et acquis par ces administrations publiques et 
leur appartenant. (Une administration publique 
doit détenir plus de 50% des droits de propri- 
été, peu importe la fagon dont sa part est 
déterminée. ) 


2. Univers. Les administrations publiques’ se 
divisent en deux univers. 


a) L'univers de l'administration publique 
générale comprend la plupart des services 
et des ministéres ainsi que d'autres 
organes appelés fonds spéciaux par le SGF. 
Il s'agit des conseils, des organismes, des 
commissions et d'organes semblables créés 
ou acquis par les administrations publi- 
ques, et leur appartenant, en vue d'offrir 
des services dont la nature, les éléments 
de codt et les sources de financement 
différent de ceux offerts par d'autres 
secteurs de l'économie. Aux fins du SGF, 
cet univers comporte trois paliers, 4a 
savoir les administrations publiques fédé- 
rale, provinciales/territoriales et 
locales. 


b) L'univers des entreprises publiques se 
compose des organismes créés ou acquis par 
une administration publique, et lui 


by government, which sell goods 
and/or services on the open market 
and which derive their principal 
revenues from such sales_ and/or 
other of their own sources. This 
universe has the same three levels 
as its general government counter- 
part. 


Consolidation is also a basic concept of 
FMS. In the general government universe 
the system considers the federal minis- 
tries and departments together with all 
their special funds as a_ statistical 
unit. This also applies to each province 
and territory. At the local level con- 
solidation for publication purposes is 
carried a stage further and all local 
governments and their special funds are 
aggregated into consolidated units for 
each province and territory. 


Government enterprise Statistics are 
produced for each level of government 
with separate statistical series for the 
major divisions in the Standard Indus- 
trial Classification System. 


Accounting. Generally speaking, FMS 
statistics for the general government 
universe are produced in accordance with 
the modified cash system of accounting. 
This system records transactions on a 
cash basis, i.e., when the related 
monies are received or disbursed. At the 
end of an accounting period, however, 
major transactions which have been 
completed except for the receipt or dis- 
bursement of money are accrued as 
receivables or payables. In addition, 
all transactions are deemed to be cur- 
rent in nature. 


In the government enterprise universe 
data FMS follows generally accepted 
accounting principles established by the 
Canadian Institute of Chartered Accoun- 
tants for profit oriented business 
enterprises. 


Classification Frameworks 


(a) General Government Universe 


(i) Revenue is classified by 
source, i.e, amounts derived 
from own sources and transfers 
from other governments. Own 
source revenues are identified 
by their derivation - from 
taxes (including levies for 
health and social insurance), 
from natural resources, from 
privileges, licences and per- 
mits, from sales, from invest- 
ments and from other own

appartenant, qui vendent des biens et (ou) 
des services sur le marché libre et qui 
tirent la majeure partie de leurs recettes 
de ces ventes et (ou) d'autres sources 
propres.

La consolidation constitue aussi un concept 
fondamental du  SGF. Dans l'univers’ de 
l'administration publique générale, le systéme 
considére les services et ministéres fédéraux 
ainsi que tous leurs fonds spéciaux comme une 
unité statistique. Ce concept s'applique 
également & chaque province et territoire. Au 
niveau des localités, la consolidation est 
élargie a des fins de publications: toutes les 
administrations publiques locales et leurs 
fonds spéciaux sont groupés en unités, pour 
chaque province et territoire. 


Pour chaque palier d'administration publique, 
on établit des statistiques portant sur les 
entreprises publiques, et pour les principales 
divisions de la Classification type des 
industries, on produit des séries de données 
distinctes. 


. Comptabilité. En général, le SGF établit les 


statistiques portant sur l'univers de adminis- 
tration publique générale conformément a la 
comptabilité de caisse modifiée. Cette méthode 
permet d'inscrire les opérations selon une 
comptabilité de caisse, c'est-&a-dire lorsque 
l'argent est regu ou dépensé. Cependant, a la 
fin d'une période comptable, les principales 
opérations qui ont été menées a terme, sauf 
pour l'entrée ou la sortie d'argent, sont 
inscrites comme produits &a recevoir ou charges 
& payer. Par surcroit, toutes les opérations 
sont considérées comme courantes de nature. 


En ce qui concerne la production de données 
sur l'univers des entreprises publiques, le 
SGF suit les principes comptables généralement 
reconnus de l'Institut canadien des comptables 
agréés relativement aux entreprises @ but 
lucratif. 


Structures de classification 


a) Univers de l'administration publique géné- 
rale 


(i) Les recettes sont classifiées selon 
leurs sources, c'est-&a-dire les 
recettes qu'une administration publique 
tire de ses sources propres et celles 
qu'elle regoit d'autres administrations 
publiques sous forme de transferts. Les 
recettes de sources propres proviennent 
d'impositions (y compris les cotisa- 
tions aux régimes d'assurance-maladie 
et d'assurance sociale), de ressources 
naturelles, de priviléges, licenses et 
permis, de ventes, d'investissements et 


sources. Transfers are identi- 
fied by transferor and are 
further divided into general 
and specific purpose trans- 
fers. In all cases the princi- 
pal components of each main 
classification are identified. 


(ii) Expenditure is classified by 
function, i.e., the purpose 
for which the outlay is made 
or the service which it pro- 
vides. Eighteen functions are 
identified and most of these 
are divided into a number of 
sub-functions to provide addi- 
tional detail. 


(411) Assets and Liabilities use 
generally accepted accounting 
classifications; however, only 
financial assets and liabili- 
ties are identified since all 
expenditure is deemed to be 
current including purchases of 
fixed assets. (Proceeds of 
fixed asset disposal are clas- 


sified as current revenue.) 
Sub-classifications emphasize 
intergovernmental relation- 
ships. 


(b) Government Enterprise Universe. The 
classifications for all series fol- 
low closely those used by the enter- 
prises and equate generally with the 
recommendations of C.1.C.A. for pro- 
fit oriented enterprises. Additional 
details or relations with parent 
governments are provided in the 
sub-classifications. 


Government Enterprises in the Financial 


Management System 


This publication contains data in respect of 
that part of the provincial/territorial 
government universe which is defined as 
government enterprises. 


Government enterprises are agencies 
engaged primarily in operations of a commer- 
cial or industrial nature, which either com- 
pete actively with similar operations in the 
private sector or monopolize activities that 
would otherwise be carried out in the pri- 
vate sector. 


These activities are usually carried out 
by a Crown corporation or special agency 
with specific powers and subject to varying 
degrees of financial control by the govern- 
ment, and of public accountability. The 
publication covers the provincial and terri- 
torial enterprises listed on page 14.

(ii) Les dépenses sont classifiés selon la 
fonction, c'est-a-dire selon l'objet 
de la dépense ou le service offert. 
On reléve 18 fonctions dont la 
plupart se divisent en un certain 
nombre de sous-fonctions plus détail- 
lées. 


(iii) L'actif et le passif sont calculés au 
moyen de méthodes comptables géné- 
ralement reconnues. Toutefois, seuls 
l'actif et le passif financiers sont 
déterminés, vu que toutes les dépen- 
ses sont considérées comme courantes, 
y compris l'acquisition d'immobilisa- 
tions. (Le produit de la cession 
d'immobilisations est considéré au 
méme titre que les recettes couran- 
tes.) Les sous-classifications font 
ressortir les rapports entre adminis- 
trations publiques. 


b) Univers des entreprises  publiques. Les 
classifications de toutes les séries 
s'apparentent @ celles retenues par les 
entreprises et sont généralement conformes 
aux recommandations de l'Institut canadien 
des comptables agrées pour ce qui est des 
entreprises &a but lucratif. Les sous-clas- 
sifications contiennent plus de données sur 
les administrations publiques parentes et 
établissent mieux les rapports’ entre 
celles-ci. 


Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la 
gestion financiére 


La présente publication contient des données 
relatives au secteur de l'administration 
provinciale/territoriale désigné par l'expression 
"entreprises publiques". 


Le syst@éme a pour but de présenter des données 
sur les entreprises publiques dont l'activité 
principale est l'exploitation de services commer- 
Ciaux ou industriels qui font concurrence @a des 
établissements semblables du secteur privé ou 
monopolisent des activités qui, autrement, 
seraient exploitées par le secteur privé. 


Ces activités sont généralement le fait d'une 
société d'Etat ou d'un organisme spécial doté de 
pouvoirs particuliers, soumis, a des degrés 
divers, & un contréle financier de la part de 
l'administration publique et devant rendre des 
comptes & la population, cette publication vise 
les entreprises des provinces et territoires 
énumérées a la page 14. 


Comparablity with Other Statistical Frame- 
works 


In the second major statistical system, 
the Canadian System of National Accounts, 
government enterprises are included in the 
business sector. While there are differences 
in the components of the government enter- 
prise universe at the federal level as 
between the two systems, at the provincial 
level the two are identical. However, there 
is a major difference between the two sys- 
tems in their treatment of the profits of 
liquor authorities. Under the Financial 
Management System all profits remitted by 
enterprises to their parent governments are 
classified as revenue of these governments, 
while unremitted profits are added to the 
surpluses of the enterprises. In the 
National Income and Expenditure Accounts, 
however, the remitted profits of government 
enterprises are classified as investment 
income, while remitted and unremitted prof- 
its of liquor authorities are classified as 
indirect tax revenue of their parent govern- 
ments. 


Coverage, Sources and Methods 


Data are drawn from the published annual 
reports of the enterprises and the public 
accounts of the provinces and territories. 
In addition, some further information has 
been obtained from company and government 
officials whose co-operation is greatfully 
acknowledged. 


In order to facilitate comparison with 
Similar industries of the private sector, 
government enterprises are classified by 
their principal activities and grouped by 
industry division according to the Standard 
Industrial Classification, 1980 (Catalogue 
12-501E) manual. 


REVIEW OF THE YEAR 1982 


Income and Expense

126 © the? ‘surplus 
accounts transactions of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises in 1982 by industry and by 
province, respectively, while Table 28 com- 
pares the total income, expense and net 
profit in 1981 and 1982. 


Total income increased by $1,776 million 
or 7.1% in 1982. Income from the sales of 
goods and services, which accounted for 
87.7% of total revenue, was responsible for 
the bulk of the increase. Investments of the 
enterprises increased by 17.1% during 1982 
and income derived therefrom by 9.8%.

Dans le deuxiéme grand systéme statistique, le 
systéme canadien de la comptabilité nationale, 
les entreprises publiques font partie du secteur 
des entreprises. Les composantes de l'univers des 
entreprises publiques varient, au niveau fédéral, 
d'un systéme A l'autre. Au niveau provincial, 
toutefois, elles restent pareilles. Les deux 
systémes abordent néanmoins les bénéfices des 
sociétés des alcools de fagon fort différente. 
Aux fins du systéme de gestion financiére, tous 
les bénéfices remis par les entreprises aux ad- 
ministration dont elles relévent sont considérés 
comme des recettes de ces administrations, alors 
que les bénéfices non remis viennent s'ajouter 
aux surplus des entreprises. Aux fins de la 
comptabilité nationale des revenus et des 
dépenses, toutefois, les bénéfices remis des 
entreprises publiques sont considérés comme des 
revenus de placements, alors que les bénéfices 
remis et non remis des sociétés des alcools sont 
considérés comme des recettes fiscales indirectes 
des administrations dont relévent les sociétés. 


Univers observés, sources et méthodes 


Les données sont tirées des rapports annuels 
que publient les entreprises et des comptes 
publics des provinces et territoires. De plus, 
des agents d'entreprises et d'administrations, 
dont la collaboration a été des plus précieuses, 
ont fait parvenir des renseignements complémen- 
taires. 


Pour faciliter les comparaisons avec les 
industries semblables du secteur privé, nous 
avons classé les entreprises publiques d'aprés 
leur principale activité et nous les avons grou- 
pés par divisions d'industries selon la Classifi- 
cation type des industries, 1980 (n° 12-501F au 
catalogue).

Revenus et dépenses

les dépenses tandis que les tableaux 2, 5, 8, 11, 
14, 17, 20, 23 et 26 indiquent les opérations 
effectuées au compte des bénéfices non répartis 
des entreprises publiques provinciales en 1982, 
par industrie et par province. Le tableau 28 
établit une comparaison du total des revenus, des 
dépenses et des bénéfices nets pour 1981 et 1982. 


En 1982, le revenu total a augmenté de $1,776 
millions, soit une augmentation de 7.1%. Cette 
hausse est surtout attribuable au produit de la 
vente de biens et services, qui représentait 
environ 87.7% de toutes les recettes. Les place- 
ments des entreprises ont progressé de 17.1% en 
1982 et les revenus en provenant, de 9.8%. 


Total expense increased by $2,322 million 
or 10.7% in 1982. The cost of sales, inter- 
est outlays and amounts provided for depre- 
Ciation all increased appreciably. 


Net profit after provision for income tax 
decreased by $531 million or 16.5% in 1982. 


Certain interesting observations can be 
made with regard to the above data. 


Of the total income of $23,482 million 
derived from the sales of goods and services 
$9,771 million or 36.5% was earned by elec- 
tric power utilities and $5,030 million or 
18.8% was earned by liquor boards. Of the 
total investment income of $2,923 million, 
$2,236 million or 76.5% was received by 
enterprises engaged in finance, insurance 
and real estate while $461 million or 15.8% 
went to electric power utilities. 


Salaries and wages and material and other 
purchases accounted for $3,939 million and 
$11,785 million respectively or 16.4% and 
48.9% of total expenses. Debt charges of 
$5,271 million and depreciation and deple- 
tion provision of $1,669 million accounted 
for 21.9% and 6.9% respectively of the same 
outlays. The amount claimed as_ interest 
expenses excludes $2,234 million capitalized 
during the construction of facilities for 
enterprises engaged in transportation, com- 
munication and other public-utility type of 
activities and includes $2,900 million paid 
either to governments or to government 
enterprises. Electric power utilities which 
owed 61.3% of total enterprise debt out- 
standing paid 51.4% of total debt charges. 


Profits of $295 million, and $43 million 
were recorded by enterprises engaged in 
service industries, gas distribution, while 
losses of $399 million, $145 million, $92 
million and $46 million were suffered by 
enterprises engaged in finance, insurance 
and real estate, manufacturing, mines, quar- 
ries and oil wells, and telephone utilities. 


Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital 
nature by government enterprises are pub- 
lished in the publication, Private and 


Public Investment in Canada (Catalogue 
61-205, Table 24) prepared jointly by the 
Business Finance Division of Statistics 


Canada, and the Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce. According to _ this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial 
enterprises for the year 1982 were $10,108 


million.

Des conclusions intéressantes se dégagent des 
chiffres surmentionnés. 


Sur un revenu total de $23,482 millions pro- 
venant de la vente des biens et services, $9,771 
millions soit 436.5% sont allés aux services 
d'électricité, et $5,030 millions (18.8%), aux 
régies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de place- 
ment, s'élevant au total a $2,923 millions, 
$2,236 millions, soit 76.5% sont allés aux entre- 
prises du secteur des finances, des assurances 
et des affaires immobiliéres, et $461 millions 
(15.8%), aux services d'électricité. 


Le coat des salaires et traitements, des 
matériaux et autres achats s'est établi & $3,939 
millions et $11,785 millions respectivement soit 
16.4% et 48.9% de toutes les dépenses. Les 
dépenses du service de la dette versées ($5,271 
millions) et les provisions pour amortissement 
($1,669 millions) représentaient respectivement 
21.9% et 6.9% des dépenses totales. Le montant 
porté au poste des intéréts versés ne comprend 
pas les $2,234 millions capitalisés pendant la 
construction d'installations pour le compte 
d'entreprises s'occupant de transports, de commu- 
nication et d'autres services d'utilité publique, 
mais comprend un montant de $2,900 millions 
versés, soit a l'administration publique dont 
relévent les entreprises, soit a d'autres admi- 
nistrations. Les services publics d'électricité, 
qui devaient 61.3% du total des créances a payer 
des entreprises, ont payé 51.4% du total des 
dépenses du service de la dette. 


Les bénéfices des entreprises du secteur des 
services, et de distribution de gaz, ont respec- 
tivement été de $295 million, et de $43 million, 
tandis que les entreprises du secteur des

Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth

show assets, liabilities and net worth of 
provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1982 by 
industry and province respectively. Table 29 
portrays the total change that took place 
during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $11,428 mil- 
‘lion or 12.3% over the corresponding figure 
at the end of 1981. This expansion on the 
assets side was balanced by increases of 
$10,428 million or 12.3% of liabilities and 
$1,000 million or 7.1% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial 
government enterprises valued at $72,590 
million at the end of 1982, those of elec- 
tric power utilities accounted for $57,099 
million or 76.3%. Of a total increase of 
$7,546 million, $5,755 million pertained to 
electric power, $401 million to _ mines, 
quarriers and oil wells, $304 million to 
communications, and $564 million to finance, 
insurance and real estate. 


Government and government enterprise 
treasury bills, bonds and stock amounted to 
$9,760 million or 56.6% of identifiable 
investments at the end of 1982. The invest- 
ments of enterprises engaged in finance, 
insurance and real estate increased by 
$2,662 million during the year. Figures for 
investments do not include payments made by 
enterprises into the sinking funds of their 
parent governments to repay borrowings made 
by the provinces on their behalf. 


Of amounts of $3,219 million advanced by 
provincial government enterprises at the end 
of 1982, $946 million or 31.3% was due from 
governments or their enterprises. Loans, 
advances and interest owing to enterprises 
engaged in finance, insurance and real 
estate increased by $163 million since the 
close of the previous year. 


Amounts totalling $81,315 million were 
due from enterprises at the end of 1982. Of 
this amount, $53,928 million was in the form 
of bonded debt, an increase of $6,134 mil- 
lion since the close of the previous year. 
The enterprises! debt included $33,183 mil- 
lion due to provincial governments or their 
enterprises and $3,959 million due to the 
federal government or its agencies and used 
for electric power development and housing.

The total net worth of $15,050 million of 
provincial government enterprises was made 
up of $6,546 million in capital stock and 
$8,504 million in surplus. Appropriated 
surplus of $3,735 million was maintained 
mostly by electrical utilities for contin- 
gencies and rate stabilization, the acqui- 
sition of capital assets, insurance, debt 
retirement, and sinking fund. 


The balance in unappropriated surplus 
reached $1,960 million during the year. 
Credits include net profits of $2,677 mil- 
lion, liquor revenue other than profits of 
$97 million and contributions of $496 mil- 
lion including $491 million from 
govermnments. Net transfers of $443 million 
were made to appropriated surplus_ and 
anounts totalling $2,392 million were remit- 
ted to provincial governments.

Atlantic Lottery Corporation Inc. 
Western Canada Lottery Foundation 


Previously, the financial data of these 
provincial government enterprises were shown 
under the category "Other". Effective April 
1, 1982, the operating results are allocated 
to member provinces on the basis of the 
number of tickets sold within the province. 


Nova Scotia Resources Limited 


This company was incorporated under the 
Nova Scotia Companies Act on November 16, 
1979 to ensure that management and develop- 
ment of the province's energy and mineral 
resources proceed in a manner most benefi- 
cial to Nova Scotians. Effective April 1, 
1982, the company was classified as a 
provincial government enterprise. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government 
created the James Bay Development Corpora- 
tion to undertake the development of natural 
resources in northwestern Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy 
Corporation (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), 
the James Bay Development Corporation agreed 
to plan and construct all infrastructure 
required to develop the hydro-electric re- 
sources of the territory. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the cost of planning and construc- 
tion and all maintenance and operating 
expenses are to be borne by the James Bay 
Eneraqy Corporation as long as it remains the 
sole user. Although the infrastructure 
remains the exclusive property of the James 
Bay Development Corporation, the value of 
the contribution by James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration is included as fixed assets of the 
Hydro-Quebec consolidated balance sheet. 


Régie des installations olympiques 


This corporation was enacted on November 
20, 1975 under the Act to Incorporate the 
Régie des installations olympiques to build, 
equip and operate the olympic installations. 


The Fonds Spécial Olympique was created 
in 1976 to collect the special tax on tobac- 
co and the net receipts reserved to Quebec 
from Loto Canada. The fund is used for loan 
reimbursements, interest payments and the 
costs of olympic installations completion. 
The fund has been consolidated with the 
financial statements of the Régie.

The 
Société québécoise d'initiatives pétrolitres 
and Inter-City Gaz Corporation hold respec- 
tively 51% and 49% of the common shares of 
the corporation. The company is involved in 
the distribution of natural gas in the prov- 
ince of Quebec particularly in the eastern 
part of the province. 
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Sidbec Normines

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APPENDIX 


For purpose of interpreting this report, 
the following definition (or explanation) of 
certain income, expense, assets, liability 
and net worth items are provided. 


Income 


The income of government enterprises is 
classified into "sales of goods and ser- 
vices", "investment income", "subsidies" and 
"other income". Amounts collected by enter- 
prises on behalf of their parent govern- 
ments, e.g., provincial liquor licences and 
permits collected by liquor authorities, are 
excluded from enterprise income. 


Sales of goods and_ services. These are 
reported net of rebates and discounts. Sig- 
nificant amounts of total sales made to an 
individual customer or group of customers, 
€.g., from a provincial power corporation to 
its municipally-owned distributors, are sep- 
arately identified wherever possible. 


Investment income. This category comprises 
three sub-classifications: interest, rentals 
and other investment income. Interest, in 
turn, is classified by origin - governments, 
government enterprises and other sources. 
Amounts classified to the first two of these 
captions are further identified by level of 
government. The sub-classification "rentals" 
is self-explanatory while "other investment 
income" includes such items as dividends and 
profits on foreign exchange operations. 


Subsidies. Included under this heading are 
Contributions from governments toward cur- 
Tent costs of production to encourage 
certain types of production, to assist pro- 
ducers in areas of special difficulty, to 
protect producers against declines in the 
prices of their products or to support 
Socially desirable activities. Contributions 
are identified by level of government. Pay- 
ments in respect of losses are recorded in 
the Statement of Unappropriated Surplus. 


Jther income. This comprises all income not 
otherwise specified. 


APPENDICE

Revenus 


Les revenus des entreprises publiques se com- 
posent de "ventes de biens et de services", de 
"revenus de placements", de "subventions" et 
d'"autres revenus".

Ventes de biens et de services. Les ventes sont 
inscrites & leur valeur nette, c'est-a-dire aprés 
avoir déduit les rabais et les remises. On s'ef- 
force d'identifier, dans la mesure du possible, 
toute partie appréciable des ventes totales qui a 
été faite auprés d'un seul client ou groupe de 
clients (par exemple, les ventes d'une société 
provinciales d'énergie & ses distributeurs muni- 
cipaux). 


Revenus de placements. Ce poste comprend trois 
rubriques: les intéréts, les loyers et autres 
revenus de placements. A leur tour, les intéréts 
sont classés selon leur provenance - administra- 
tions publiques, entreprises publiques et autres 
sources; dans les deux premiers cas, il existe 
une ventilation supplémentaire selon le palier 
d'administration publique.

Subvention. On classe ici les contributions des

Expense 


Government enterprise expense comprises 
six principal categories: "salaries and 
wages", "materials and other purchases", 
"debt charges", "grants in lieu of taxes", 
"depreciation" and "other expenses". 


Salaries and wages. This category includes 
total renumeration to employees for services 
rendered. 


Materials and other purchases. Significant 
amounts of purchases from a single suppli- 
ers, e.g., by a municipal electric utility 
from a provincial power corporation, are 
reported separately where indentifiable. 


Debt charges. This heading includes interest 
and other debt charges. Interest expense is 
identified in terms of the payees - govern- 
ments, government enterprises and others. 
The first two categories are sub-divided by 
level of government. Other debt charges are 
comprised of amortization of bond discount 
and bond issue and redemption expenses. 


Grants in lieu of taxes. These consist of 
transfers, mostly to local governments, that 
government enterprises make instead of pay- 
ing property taxes. 


Provision for depreciation and depletion. 
The amount reported by the enterprise, re- 
gardless of the method of computation, is 
recorded under this category. 


Other expense. This is a residual category 
including allowances for doubtful accounts, 
losses on foreign exchange transactions and 
other expenses not classified elsewhere. 


Income tax. Federal corporation income tax 
(but not provincial) is payable by federal 
"proprietary" corporations; these are iden- 
tified in Section D of the Financial Admin- 
istration Act. All other federal, provincial 
and local enterprises (except subsidiaries 
of such enterprises) are exempt from federal 
and provincial corporation income taxes 
unless they are less than 90% owned by the 
Crown. Subsidiaries are only exempt if they 
are owned 100% by enterprises which are 
themselves exempt. 


Unappropriated Surplus 


The statement of unappropriated surplus 
summarizes those transactions which take 
place in the accounting period under review 
and which, while not being classified as 
income or expense, affect the surplus of an

Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


The balance sheet classifications used 
for government enterprise statistics follow 
closely those developed for general govern- 
ment statistics, with the modifications 
required to accommodate those transactions 
of a business nature which are peculiar to 
government enterprises. 


On the asset side, the following addi- 
tions have been made: 


Cash with provincial governments. This sub- 
heading of the classification "Cash on hand 
and on deposit" is used to accommodate the 
practice of certain provinces which require 
their enterprises to deposit funds surplus 
to immediate requirements with the provin- 
Cial treasury rather than in banks or other 
financial institutions. 


Accrued revenue and prepaid expenses. This 
Category, particular to business enter- 
prises, is not normally encountered in the 
activities of government. No special de- 
Scription is needed, however, since it is 
self-explanatory. 


Inventories. The valuation set by the enter- 
prise is used. 


The items added on the liability side are 
as follows:

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1.0 INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents financial 
statistics of government enterprises for 
1983 and as such indicates the extent and 
the profitability of government activity in 
the business sector of the economy. It com- 
plements the publications Provincial Govern- 
ment Finance, Catalogues 68-207 and 68-209. 
Together they provide financial data on the 
Provincial government's statistical uni- 
verse. 


2.0 Statistics Canada's System of Government 


Financial Management Statistics 


Statistics Canada's system of government 
financial management statistics - FMS for 
short - is a standardized framework which 
incorporates financial statistics from all 
levels and agencies of government in Canada. 
The system has been developed over the past 
90 years by Statistics Canada in co-opera- 
tion with officials from every level of 
government, and with people from the acade- 
mic and business worlds. Over the years, as 
the activities of governments have evolved 
and as the needs of people who use govern- 
ment financial data have changed, the FMS 
has been continually updated and improved. 


2.1 The Need for FMS 


Governments and their agencies report on 
their financial activities in a variety of 
wayS, including detailed annual reports, 
quarterly summaries and budgets. But because 
these reports reflect the organization and 
accounting practices of the government or 
agency concerned, there is little uniformity 
in the way governments produce their finan- 
cial statistics. The only exception occurs 
at the local government level, where similar 
governmental bodies within the same province 
or territory, are required to use standard- 
ized accounting systems and reports. 


The Financial Management System replaces 
the diverse formats of various government 
financial reports with a standardized frame- 
work which describes expenditures in terms 
of functions performed and revenues raised 
to cover these expenditures in terms of 
sources. In addition, FMS tracks the effects 
of imbalances between revenues and expendi- 
tures on the financial assets and liabili- 
ties of governments. 


There are a number of advantages to com- 
piling financial information gathered from a 
variety of sources into a single statistical 
framework. For one thing, statistics pro-

2.0 Le _systéme statistiques de gestion des fi- 


nances publiques de Statistique Canada 


Le systéme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques de Statistique Canada - SGF - est un 
ensemble normalisé qui englobe des statistiques 
financiéres de tous les paliers administratifs et 
organismes gouvernementaux au Canada. Il a été 
mis au point au cours des 50 derniéres années par 
Statistique Canada avec la collaboration des 
représentants de tous les ordres d'ad- 
ministration, du milieu universitaire et du monde 
des affaires.

2.1 Nécessité du SGF

nismes déclarent leurs activités financiéres de 
diverses maniéres, notamment par des rapports 
annuels détaillés, par des budgets et des som- 
maires trimestriels.

duced in conformity with FMS are consistent 
over long periods of time, thereby allowing 
for a better understanding of changing pat- 
terns in governmental financial activities. 
In addition, FMS permits ready comparisons 
of financial data, both between different 
governments at the same level, and between 
levels of government. 


2.2 Concepts Used in FMS 


FMS uses a number of concepts in order to 
standardize financial data from a variety of 
sources. 


Government is a key concept in the FMS 
framework. It includes federal and provin- 
cial governments, together with all bodies 
created by them, including territorial qov- 
ernments, municipalities, other legal enti- 
ties with the power to levy taxes, and all 
other entities created or acquired by those 
governments and owned by them. 


For the purposes of FMS, government is 
divided into two universes - general govern- 
ment and government enterprise - each of 
which has three levels, federal, provin- 
cial/territorial and local. 


The general government universe includes 
the central core of ministries and depart- 
ments together with their special funds. 
These include all boards, agencies, commis- 
sions and similar bodies created, or ac- 
quired and owned by governments to provide 
services different in character, funding 
and/or cost from those provided by other 
sectors of the economy. 


The government enterprise universe in- 
cludes organizations created or acquired and 
owned by government to sell goods or ser- 
vices on the open market and whose principal 
revenues derive from such sales. 


Consolidation is another concept basic to 
FMS. In the general government universe, 
federal ministries and departments and their 
special funds are consolidated and treated 
as a single statistical unit. The same ap- 
plies to each province and territory. At the 


local government level, consolidation is 
carried a step further. Statistics from all 
local governments (municipalities, local 


school authorities, special purpose authori- 
ties and their special funds) are consoli- 
dated and treated as a single statistical 
unit for each province and territory. After 
these primary consolidations, data for each 
provincial and territorial government are 
consolidated with those of their respective 
local governments. This consolidation elimi- 
nates the variations among provinces and 
territories in the assignment of responsibi- 
lities to their respective local govern- 
ments. Such variations reduce comparability

Finally, all provincial/ 
territorial/local statistics are consolida- 
ted with federal data to produce a single 
set of statistics for all governments in 
Canada. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
consolidation is less widespread. Generally, 
it is restricted to a parent company and its 
subsidiaries. Statistics are produced for 
each level of government, with separate 
statistical series for major divisions with- 
in the standard industrial classification 
system. 


2.3 The Classification Framework Used in FMS 


FMS uses a standardized classification 
framework for revenues, expenditures and 
assets and liabilities. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
these terms follow classifications of the 
enterprise concerned as well as recommenda- 
tions for profit-oriented businesses from 


the Canadian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants. 

In the general government universe, 
revenue is classified by source - either as 
revenues which a government collets itself 
or as revenues transferred from other 
governments. 


Money collected by a government from its 
own sources is further classified by origin: 


- from taxes (including levies for health 
and social insurance) ; 

- from natural resources; 

- from privileges, licences and permits; 

- from sales; 

- from investments. 


Revenues arising from transfers from 
other governments are further classified by 
transferor and then by purpose into general 
or specific. In all cases, the principal 
components of each main classification are 
identified. 


Expenditures are classified by function, 
either the purpose of the expenditure or the 
service it provides. Eighteen such functions 
are identified, most of which include a 
number of sub-functions. 


Assets and liabilities are classified 
according to standard accounting practices, 
but only financial assets and liabilities 
are identified, since all expenditures, 
including purchases of fixed assets, are 
deemed to be current. Sub-classifications of 
both assets and liabilities highlight rela- 
tionships between governments.

2.4 Accounting Procedures 


Generally speaking, FMS statistics for 
the general government universe are produced 
according to the modified cash system of 
accounting which records transactions when 
the monies are received or spent. At the end 
of the accounting period, however, major 
transactions which have been completed 
(except for the receipt on disbursement of 
money) are accrued as receivables or pay- 
ables. In addition, all transactions are 
deemed to be current. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
FMS follows generally accepted accounting 
principles for profit-oriented businesses 
established by the Canadian Institute of 
Chartered Accountants. 


3.0 Government Enterprises in the Financial 


Management System 


This publication contains data in respect 
of that part of the provincial/territorial 
government universe which is defined as 
government enterprises. 


Government enterprises are agencies 
engaged primarily in operations of a commer- 
cial or industrial nature, which either com- 
pete actively with similar operations in the 
private sector or monopolize activities that 
would otherwise be carried out in the pri- 
vate sector. 


These activities are usually carried out 
by a Crown corporation or special agency 
with specific powers and subject to varying 
degrees of financial control by the govern- 
ment, and of public accountability. The 
publication covers the provincial and terri- 
torial enterprises listed further. 


A government enterprise was previously 
defined as a corporation or a government 
agency displaying the following character- 
istics: 

- it must’ be than 50% 
government ; 

- the management of its affairs must be rel- 
atively autonomous; 

- its primary role must be to provide goods 
or services to other than government; 


more owned by 


- the prices it sets for these goods or 
services must reflect the costs. of 
providing them; 

- the acquisition by consumers of the goods 
or services must be voluntary. 


The system of Government Financial 
Management Statistics, Catalogue 68-507E, 
March 1984 now defines an enterprise as any

2.4 Méthodes comptables 


De facon générale, les statistiques du SGF 
pour l'univers des administrations publiques sont 
produites selon le systéme de comptabilité de 
caisses modifiée, qui consiste & inscrire les 
transactions au moment des entrées et des sorties 
de fonds. Cependant, & la fin de la période 
comptable, les transactions majeures qui ont été 
conclues (& l'exception des entrées ou des 
sorties de fonds) sont inscrites commes des 
comptes. & recevoir ou des comptes a payer.

3.0 Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de la 
gestion financiére

Le systéme a pour but de présenter des données 
sur les entreprises publiques dont l'activité 
principale est l'exploitation de services commer- 
ciaux ou industriels qui font concurrence &@ des 
établissements semblables du secteur privé ou 
monopolisent des activités qui,- autrement , 
seraient exploitées par le secteur privé. 


Ces activités sont généralement le fait d'une 
société d'Etat ou d'un organisme spécial doté de 
pouvoirs particuliers, soumis, & des degrés 
divers, & un contréle financier de la part de 
l'administration publique et devant rendre des 
comptes & la population, cette publication vise 


les entreprises des provinces et territoires 
énumérées plus loin.

entity separated from but owned by govern- 
ment which sells goods and/or services pri- 
marily on the open market and whose prin- 
cipal revenues derive from these sales 
and/or other of its own sources meeting the 
following criteria: 


Separate existence. Prima facie evidence of 
a separate physical existence is, at least, 
a separate set of accounts. 


Ownership. More than 50% of the rights of 
proprietorship of an entity must be vested 
in government and/or government enterprise. 
Proprietorship rights are determined on the 
basis of holdings of voting stock for 
incorporated entities. The extent of 
government ownership is determined from the 
provisions of the statute or other 
instrument under which it is created or 
acquired for unincorporated entities. 


The entity must have effective if not 
legal control of all assets required for its 
operations. 


Open market. Government enterprises must 
provide goods and/or services to the general 
public and/or businesses. Those to whom the 
good or service is offered are free to 
acquire or reject it. 


Principal revenues. Over a three- to five- 
year period, the revenue derived by an 
entity from its own sources, such as, sales, 
interest income, rentals, licenses, permits, 
other fees, etc., must exceed that received 
in the form of subsidies or other sustaining 
transfers. (General subsidies provided to 
both public and private enterprises are 
excluded in applying the criterion.) 


Crown corporations not satisfying the 
above-mentioned criteria are classified as 
special funds or treated as extensions of a 
government department and therefore 
consolidated with the parent government. 


Government enterprises may be established 
under the authority of a special statute by 
a single government, or jointly by two or 
more governments, or in accordance with 
existing laws governing incorporation. They 
may also be established by takeover, 
expropriation or purchase of shares in a 
private corporation by a government.

4.0 Comparability with Other Statistical 


Frameworks 


In the second major statistical system, 
the Canadian System of National Accounts 


(SNA), enterprises are classified in the 
corporate and government business sector as 
their activities are conducted on= an 
essentially commercial basis where the 


operation is designed to be self-sustaining 
and where a price is set for the goods and 
services which is calculated to _ cover 
costs. The transactions of both financial 
and non-financial corporations are covered. 
As government business enterprises act in a 


quasi-administrative capacity to promote 
government policy objectives, they may be 
less strongly oriented toward’ profit 


maximization than their counterparts in the 
private sector. 


While there are differences at the 
federal level in the components of the 
government enterprise universe between the 
two statistical systems, the two systems are 
identical at the provincial level. 


The Financial Management System does not 
provide the distinct breakdown between non- 
financial (Sector IV) and financial 
enterprises (Sector IX) as published by 
Financial Flows in their Catalogue 13-002, 
Financial Flows, quarterlies in Canada 
totals and Catalogue 13-563, Financial 
Flows, Occasional, 1961-1967. 


Other differences apart from universe 
exist in concept and timing between the two 
statistical systems: 


Not all enterprises have fiscal quarter ends 
coinciding with the calendar Quarter end 
used by National Accounts. The FMS accounts 
identify all financial transactions of 
governments with their enterprises, while 
the system of national accounts groups these 
transactions as claims on government enter- 
prises. 


The System of National Accounts (SNA) adopts 
the accrual method of accounting rather than 
the accrual and/or modified cash system used 
by the FMS. 


The FMS and SNA differ in their treatment of 
the profits of the liquor authorities. Under 
the FMS, all profits including dividends 
paid by enterprises to their parent govern- 
ments are classified as revenues of these 
governments, while unremitted profits are 
added to the surpluses of the enterprises. 
In the NIEA, however, the remitted profits 
of liquor authorities are classified as 
indirect tax revenue of their parent govern- 
ments. 
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4.0 Comparaison avec d'autres cadres statistiques 


Dans le deuxiéme systéme statistique en 
importance, le Systéme canadien de compt abilité 
nationale (SCCN), les entreprises sont classées 
dans le secteur des sociétés et des entreprises 
commerciales publiques si leurs activités sont 
essentiellement commerciales, qu'elles s'autofi- 
nancent et qu'elles fixent un prix pour leurs 
produits et services en fonction des codts. Les 
activités des sociétés financiéres et non 
financitres sont également visées. Comme les 
entreprises commerciales publiques sont dotées 
d'un pouvoir quasi-administratif lorsqu'il s'agit 
de promouvoir les objectifs des politiques du 
gouvernement, elles ont peut-étre moins tendance 
que leurs homologues du secteur privé & viser a 
maximiser leurs profits. 


Méme si les deux systémes’ statistiques 
comportent des différences au niveau fédéral 
quant aux composantes de l'univers des 


entreprises publiques, ils sont identiques au 
niveau provincial. 
Dans le systéme de gestion  financiére, 


contrairement aux Comptes des flux financiers, 
pour l'ensemble du Canada, publication tri- 
mestrielle n° 13-002 au catalogue et publication 
hors-série, n° 13-563 au catalogue, 1961-1967, il 
n'existe pas de distinction entre les entreprises 
non financiéres (secteur IV) et les entreprises 
financiéres (secteur IX). 


Outre l'tunivers, les deux systémes statis- 
tiques différent également du point de vue des 
concepts et de l'actualité: 


Toutes les entreprises ne choisissent pas de ter- 
miner leurs trimestres financiers en méme temps 
que les trimestres civils adoptés dans les Com- 
ptes nationaux. Dans le SGF, on distingue toutes 
les transactons financiéres des administrations 
publiques avec leurs entreprises alors que dans 
le systéme des Comptes nationaux, on reqgroupe 
toutes ces transactions, qui doivent étre dé- 
clarées par les entreprises publiques. 


Dans le systéme de comptailité nationale (SCN), 
on adopte la comptabilité d'exercice et non la 
comptabilité de caisse ou la comptailité de 
caisse modifiée, comme dans le SGF. 


Les profits des sociétés des alcools sont 
déclarés différemment dans le SGF et le SCN. 
D'aprés le SGF, tous les profits, y compris les 
dividendes versés par les entreprises & leurs 
administrations publiques méres, sont classées 
comme les recettes de ces derni@res, alors que 
les bénéfices non versées sont ajoutés & l'excé- 
dent des entreprises. Dans les CNRD, toutefois, 
les bénéfices versés par les sociétés des alcools 
sont considérés comme des recettes provenant des 
imp6ts indirects de leurs administrations pub- 
liques méres. 


5.0 Uses of the Financial Management System 


Data 


Consultants, departments, institutions 
and academics in the field of Public Admini- 
stration such as The Bank of Canada, Eco- 
nomic Council, investment dealers and 
consulting firms as well as other organi- 
zations and various’ readers engaged in 
research, economic studies, decision making 
and policy analysis. Local, provincial and 
federal finance officials as well as poli- 
ticians use the FMS and SNA publications for 
economic studies, trend analysis, financial 
management and other purposes. 


Government enterprise data are also es- 
sential in the determination of equalization 
payments under the Federal-Provincial Fiscal 
Arrangements Act. 


6.0 Coverage, Sources and Methods 


Data are drawn from the published annual 
reports of the enterprises and the public 
accounts of the provinces and territories. 
In addition, some further information has 
been obtained from company and government 
officials whose co-operation is greatfully 
acknowledged. 


In order to facilitate comparison with 
Similar industries of the private sector, 
government enterprises are classified by 
their principal activities and grouped by 
industry division according to the Standard 
Industrial Classification, 1980 (Catalogue 
12-501E) manual. 


7.0 Review of the Year 1983 


Income and Expense 


Tables i1g.ghs ils 10s 3 e0165n.1 9 gc22iand 25 
show the income and expense and Tables 2, Ds 
8, 11, 14, 17, 20, 23 and 26 the surplus 
accounts transactions of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises in 1983 by industry and by 
province, respectively, while Table 28 com- 
pares the total income, expense and net 
profit in 1982 and 1983. 


Total income increased by $2,553 million 
or 9.5% in 1983. Income from the sales of 
goods and services, which accounted for 
88.8% of total revenue, was responsible for 
the bulk of the increase. Investments of the 
enterprises increased by 9.8% during 1983 
and income derived therefrom by 1.2%.

7.0 Revue de l'année 1983 


Revenus et dépenses 


Lesatableaux: day fen 7yad0, 136)4690195. 22.eter25 
les dépenses tandis que les tableaux 2, 5, 8, 11, 
14, 17, 20, 23 et 26 indiquent les opérations 
effectuées au compte des bénéfices non répartis 
des entreprises publiques provinciales en 1983, 
par industrie et par province. Le tableau 28 
établit une comparaison du total des revenus, des 
dépenses et des bénéfices nets pour 1982 et 1983. 


En 1983, le revenu total a augmenté de $2,553 
millions, soit une augmentation de 9.5%. Cette 
hausse est surtout attribuable au produit de la 
vente de biens et services, qui représentait 
environ 88.8% de toutes les recettes. Les place- 
ments des entreprises ont progressé de 9.8% en 
1983 et les revenus en provenant, de 1.2%. 


Total expense increased by $2,137 million 
or 8.9% in 1983. The cost of sales, interest 
outlays and amounts provided for depre- 
ciation all increased appreciably. 


Net profit after provision for income tax 
increased by $431 million or 16.1% in 1983. 


Certain interesting observations can be 
made with regard to the above data. 


Of the total income of $26,044 million 
derived from the sales of goods and services 
$10,976 million or 42.1% was earned by elec- 
tric power utilities and $5,623 million or 
21.6% was earned by liquor boards. Of the 
total investment income of $2,926 million, 
$2,316 million or 79.1% was received by 
enterprises engaged in finance, insurance 
and real estate while $384 million or 13.1% 
went to electric power utilities. 


Salaries and wages and material and other 
purchases accounted for $3,838 million and 
$13,230 million respectively or 14.6% and 
50.5% of total expenses. Debt charges of 
$6,523 million and depreciation and deple- 
tion provision of $1,872 million accounted 
for 24.9% and 7.1% respectively of the same 
outlays. The amount claimed as_ interest 
expenses excludes $2,319 million capitalized 
during the construction of facilities for 
enterprises engaged in transportation, com- 
munication and other public-utility type of 
activities and includes $3,210 million paid 
either to governments or to government 
enterprises. Electric power utilities which 
owed 61.9% of total enterprise debt out- 
standing paid 53.4% of total debt charges. 


Of the total net profit of $3,108 mil- 
lion, $1,901 million was earned by provin- 
cial liquor commissions, and $1,237 million 
by electric power commissions profits of 
$509 million, $47 million and $24 million 


were recorded by enterprises engaged in 
service industries, gas distribution and 
transportation, while losses of $573 mil- 
lion, $137 million, $44 million and $16 


million were suffered by enterprises engaged 
in finance, insurance and real estate, manu- 
facturing, mines, quarries and oil wells, 
and telephone utilities. 


Capital Expenditures 
Estimates of expenditures of a capital 


nature by government enterprises are pub- 
lished in the publication, Private and 


Public Investment in Canada (Catalogue 
61-205, Table 24) prepared jointly by the 
Business Finance Division of Statistics 
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Les dépenses totales se sont accrues en 1983 
de $2,137 millions, soit une augmentation de 
8.9%.

Des conclusions intéressantes se dégagent des 
chiffres surmentionnés. 


Sur un revenu total de $26,044 millions pro- 
venant de la vente des biens et services, $10,976 
millions soit 42.1% sont allés aux services 
d'électricité, et $5,623 millions (21.6%), aux 
régies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de place- 
ment, s'élevant au total a& $2,926 millions, 
$2,316 millions, soit 79.1% sont allés aux entre- 
prises du secteur des finances, des assurances 
et des affaires immobilitres, et $384 millions 
(13.1%), aux services d'électricité. 


Le cott des salaires et traitements, des 
matériaux et autres achats s'est établi a $3,838 
millions et $13,230 millions respectivement soit 
14.6% et 50.5% de toutes les dépenses. Les 
dépenses du service de la dette versées ($6,523 
millions) et les provisions pour amortissement

niques enregistraient des pertes de $573 milli- 
ons, $137 millions, $44 millions et $16 millions. 


Dépenses d'investissements 


La valeur estimative des dépenses d'investis- 
sement des entreprises publiques parait dans la 
publication intitulée Investissement privés et 
publics au Canada (n° 61-205 au catalogue, tab- 
leau 24), préparée conjointement par la Division 
des finances des entreprises de Statistique 


Canada, and the Department of Industry, 
Trade and Commerce. According to this 
source, capital expenditures of provincial 
enterprises for the year 1983 were $9,265 
million. 


Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Tables Gy 5125s 1650215624 andy. 
show assets, liabilities and net worth of 
provincial government enterprises at fiscal 
year-ends nearest to December 31, 1983 by 
industry and province respectively. Table 29 
portrays the total change that took place 
during the current year. 


Assets increased in value by $8,799 mil- 
lion or 8.4% over the corresponding figure 
at the end of 1982. This expansion on the 
assets side was balanced by increases of 
$7,272 million or 8.1% of liabilities and 
$1,527 million or 10.1% in net worth. 


Of total fixed assets of provincial 
government enterprises valued at $78,638 
million at the end of 1983, those of elec- 
tric power utilities accounted for $62,467 
million or 79.4%. Of a total increase of 
$6,049 million, $5,368 million pertained to 
electric power, $828 million to mines, quar- 
riers and oil wells, $204 million to gas 
distribution, and $309 million to finance, 
insurance and real estate. 


Government and government enterprise 
treasury bills, bonds and stock amounted to 
$10,716 million or 56.6% of identifiable in- 
vestments at the end of 1983. The invest- 
ments of enterprises engaged in finance, 
insurance and real estate increased by 
$1,250 million during the year. Figures for 
investments do not include payments made by 
enterprises into the sinking funds of their 
parent governments to repay borrowings made 
by the provinces on their behalf. 


Of amounts of $3,567 million advanced by 
provincial government enterprises at the end 
of 1983, $837 million or 23.5% was due from 
governments or their enterprises. Loans, 
advances and interest owing to enterprises 
engaged in finance, insurance and real 
estate increased by $405 million since the 
close of the previous year. 


Amounts totalling $87,715 million were 
due from enterprises at the end of 1983. Of 
this amount, $57,807 million was in the form 
of bonded debt, an increase of $3,879 mil- 
lion since the close of the previous year. 
The enterprises' debt included $35,043 mil- 
lion due to provincial governments or their 
enterprises and $2,775 million due to the

The total net worth of $16,577 million of 
provincial government enterprises was made 
up of $6,882 million in capital stock and 
$9,695 million in surplus. Appropriated 
surplus of $4,289 million was maintained 
mostly by electrical utilities for contin- 
gencies and rate stabilization, the acqui- 
sition of capital assets, insurance, debt 
retirement, and sinking fund. 


The balance in  unappropriated 
reached $2,948 million during the year. 
Credits include net profits of $3,108 mil- 
lion, liquor revenue other than profits of 
$104 million and contributions of $725 mil- 


lion including $722 million from parent 
governments. Net transfers of $577 million 
were made to appropriated surplus_ and 


amounts totalling $2,727 million were remit- 
ted to provincial governments.

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EXPLANATORY COMMENTS ON CERTAIN ENTERPRISES 


Atlantic Lottery Corporation Inc. 
Western Canada Lottery Foundation 


Previously, the financial data of these 
provincial government enterprises were shown 
under the category "Other". Effective April 
1, 1982, the operating results are allocated 
to member provinces on the basis of the 
number of tickets sold within the province. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government 
created the James Bay Development Corpora- 
tion to undertake the development of natural 
resources in northwestern Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy 
Corporation (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), 
the James Bay Development Corporation agreed 
to plan and construct all infrastructure 
required to develop the hydro-electric re- 
sources of the territory. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the cost of planning and construc- 
tion and all maintenance and operating 
expenses are to be borne by the James Bay 
Energy Corporation as long as it remains the 
sole user. Although the’ infrastructure 
remains the exclusive property of the James 
Bay Development Corporation, the value of 
the contribution by James Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration is included as fixed assets of the 
Hydro-Quebec consolidated balance sheet. 


Régie des installations olympiques 


This corporation was enacted on November 
20, 1975 under the Act to incorporate the 
Régie des installations olympiques to build, 
equip and operate the olympic installations. 


The Fonds Spécial Olympique was created 
in 1976 to collect the special tax on tobac- 
co and the net receipts reserved to Quebec 
from Loto Canada. The fund is used for loan 
reimbursements, interest payments and the 
costs of olympic installations completion. 
The fund has been consolidated with the 
Financial statements of the Régie. 


Sidbec Normines 


This mew company was established by 
Sidbec (50.1%) as a joint venture with 
British Steel Corporation (41.7%) and Quebec 
Mining (8.2%). Sidbec Normines is respon- 
Sible for the mining of iron ore at the Fire 
Lake mine and the operation of iron ore 
pelletizing plant under construction at 
Port-Cartier. During the year, Sidbec did 
not consolidate with its accounts the 50.1%

Nouveler is responsible for the elaboration 
and realization of activities relating to 
new sources of energy and savings of exis- 
ting energy.

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APPENDIX 


For purpose of interpreting this report, 
the following definition (or explanation) of 
certain income, expense, assets, liability 
and net worth items are provided. 


Income 


The income of government enterprises is 
classified into "sales of goods and ser- 
vices", "investment income", "subsidies" and 
"other income". Amounts collected by enter- 
prises on behalf of their parent govern- 
ments, e.g., provincial liquor licences and 
permits collected by liquor authorities, are 
excluded from enterprise income. 


Sales of goods and services. These are 
reported net of rebates and discounts. Sig- 
nificant amounts of total sales made to an 
individual customer or group of customers, 
e.g., from a provincial power corporation to 
its municipally-owned distributors, are sep- 
arately identified wherever possible. 


Investment income. This category comprises 
three sub-classifications: interest, rentals 
and other investment income. Interest, in 
turn, is classified by origin - governments, 
government enterprises and other sources. 
Amounts classified to the first two of these 
captions are further identified by level of 
government. The sub-classification "rentals" 
is self-explanatory while "other investment 
income" includes such items as dividends and 
profits on foreign exchange operations. 


Subsidies. Included under this heading are 
contributions from governments toward cur- 
rent costs of production to encourage 
certain types of production, to assist pro- 
ducers in areas of special difficulty, to 
protect producers against declines in the 
prices of their products or to support 
socially desirable activities. Contributions 
are identified by level of government. Pay- 
ments in respect of losses are recorded in 
the Statement of Unappropriated Surplus. 


Other income. This comprises all income not 


“ otherwise specified.

Expense 


Government enterprise expense comprises 
six principal categories: "salaries and 
wages", "materials and other purchases", 
"debt charges", "grants in lieu of taxes", 
"depreciation" and "other expenses". 


Salaries and wages. This category includes 
total renumeration to employees for services 
rendered. 


Materials and other purchases. Significant 
amounts of purchases from a single suppli- 
ers, e.g., by a municipal electric utility 
from a provincial power corporation, are 
reported separately where indentifiable. 


Debt charges. This heading includes interest 


and other debt charges. Interest expense is 
identified in terms of the payees - govern- 
ments, government enterprises and others. 
The first two categories are sub-divided by 
level of government. Other debt charges are 
comprised of amortization of bond discount 
and bond issue and redemption expenses. 


Grants in lieu of taxes. These consist of 
transfers, mostly to local governments, that 
government enterprises make instead of pay- 
ing property taxes. 


Provision for depreciation and depletion. 
The amount reported by the enterprise, re- 
gardless of the method of computation, is 
recorded under this category. 


Other expense. This is a residual category 
including allowances for doubtful accounts, 
losses on foreign exchange transactions and 
other expenses not classified elsewhere. 


Income tax. Federal corporation income tax 
(but not provincial) is payable by federal 
"proprietary" corporations; these are iden- 
tified in Section D of the Financial Admin- 
istration Act. All other federal, provincial 
and local enterprises (except subsidiaries 
of such enterprises) are exempt from federal 
and provincial corporation income’ taxes 
unless they are less than 90% owned by the 
Crown. Subsidiaries are only exempt if they 
are owned 100% by enterprises which are 
themselves exempt. 


Unappropriated Surplus 


The statement of unappropriated surplus 
summarizes those transactions which take 
place in the accounting period under review 
and which, while not being classified as 
income or expense, affect the surplus of an

Cash with provincial governments. This sub- 
heading of the classification "Cash on hand 
and on deposit" is used to accommodate the 
practice of certain provinces which require 
their enterprises to deposit funds surplus 
to immediate requirements with the provin- 
cial treasury rather than in banks or other 
Financial institutions. 


Accrued revenue and prepaid expenses. This 
category, particular to business’ enter- 
prises, is not normally encountered in the 
activities of government. No special de- 
scription 1s needed, however, since it is 
self-explanatory. 


Inventories. The valuation set by the enter- 
prise is used. 


The items added on the liability side are 
as follows: 


Savings deposits. Liabilities to depositors 
of provincial financial institutions, such 
as the Province of Ontario Savings Office 
and the Treasury Branches Deposits Fund of 
Alberta, are identified under this caption. 


Accrued expenses and deferred credits. This 
1s self-explanatory and is the counterpart 
of "accrued revenue and prepaid expenses" on 
the assets side of the balance sheet. 


Minority interest. Under this caption are 
recorded amounts so reported by enterprises 
which consolidate in their financial state- 
ment the activities of subsidiaries which 
they do not own in their entirety. 


The statement of net worth identifies the 
capital stock and surplus of enterprises. 


Capital stock. Reported ownership, i-e., 
level of government or government enterprise 
and private investors, is identified under 
this caption.

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1.0 INTRODUCTION 


This publication presents financial 
Statistics of government enterprises for 
1984 and as such indicates the extent and 
the profitability of government activity in 
the business sector of the economy. It com- 
plements the publications Provincial Govern- 
ment Finance, Catalogues 68-207 and 68-209. 
Together they provide financial data on the 
provincial government’s statistical uni- 
verse. 


2.0 Statistics Canada’s System of Government 
Financial Management Statistics 


Statistics Canada’s system of government 
financial management statistics - FMS for 
short - is a standardized framework which 
incorporates financial statistics from all 
levels and agencies of government in Canada. 
The system has been developed over the past 
50 years by Statistics Canada in co-opera- 
tion with officials from every level of 
government, and with people from the acade- 
mic and business worlds. Over the years, as 
the activities of governments have evolved 
and as the needs of people who use govern- 
ment financial data have changed, the FMS 
has been continually updated and improved. 


2.1 The Need for FMS 


Governments and their agencies report on 
their financial activities ina variety of 
ways, including detailed annual reports, 
quarterly summaries and budgets. But because 
these reports reflect the organization and 
accounting practices of the government or 
agency concerned, there is little uniformity 
in the way governments produce their finan- 
cial statistics. The only exception occurs 
at the local government level, where similar 
governmental bodies within the same province 
or territory, are required to use standard- 
ized accounting systems and reports. 


The Financial Management System replaces 
the diverse formats of various government 
financial reports with a standardized frame- 
work which describes expenditures in terms 
of functions performed and revenues raised 
to cover these expenditures in terms of 
sources. In addition, FMS tracks the effects 
of imbalances between revenues and expendi- 
tures on the financial assets and liabili- 
ties of governments. 


There are a number of advantages to com- 
Piling financial information gathered from a 
variety of sources into a single statistical 
framework. For one thing, statistics pro- 
duced in conformity with FMS are consistent 
Over long periods of time, thereby allowing 


for a better understanding of changing pat- 
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terns in governmental financial activities. 
In addition, FMS permits ready comparisons 
of financial data, both between different 
“governments at the same level, and between 
levels of government. 


1.0 INTRODUCTION

2.0 Le systéme statistique de gestion des fi- 
nances publiques de Statistique Canada 


Le systeme statistique de gestion des 
finances publiques de Statistique Canada - SGF - 
est un ensemble normalisé qui-englobe des 
Statistiques financiéres de tous les paliers 
administratifs et organismes gouvernementaux au 
Canada. Il a été mis au point au cours des 50 
derniéres années par Statistique Canada avec la 
collaboration des représentants de tous les 
ordres d’administration, du milieu universitaire 
et du monde des affaires. Au fil des ans, au fur 
et a mesure de 1’évolution des activités gou- 
vernementales et des besoins des utilisateurs 
de données sur les finances publiques, le SGF a 
été constamment mis a jour et améliore. 


2.1 Nécessité du SGF 


Les administrations publiques et leurs orga- 
nismes déclarent leurs activités financiéres de 
diverses manieres, notamment par des rapports 
annuels détaillés, par des budgets et des som- 
maires trimestriels. Mais étant donné que ces 
rapports traduisent l]’organisation et les mé- 
thodes comptables de 1’administration publique 
ou de 1]’organisme en question, la facgon dont les 
administrations produisent leurs statistiques 
financiéres n’est pas trés uniforme, sauf au 
niveau local, ou des organismes gouvernementaux 
de méme nature au sein de la méme province ou 
du méme territoire doivent utiliser des rapports 
et des systémes comptables normalisés. 


Le systéme de gestion financiére, qui 
remplace les divers rapports financiers gouver- 
nementaux, est un ensemble normalisé décrivant 
les dépenses comme étant les services assurés et 
les recettes percues pour couvrir ces dépenses 
comme @étant des sources.

Le fait de regrouper des renseigements finan- 
ciers provenant de diverses sources en un seul 
ensemble statistique présente un certain nombre 
d’avantages. D’abord, les statistiques produites 
conformément au SGF sont uniformes sur de longues 
périodes, ce qui permet de mieux comprendre 
1’@évolution des activités financiéres gouverne- 
mentales. De plus, le SGF permet de comparer 
facilement les données financiéres de différen- 
tes administrations, au méme niveau et a divers 
paliers. 


2.2 Concepts Used in FMS 


FMS uses a number of concepts in order to 
standandize financial data from a variety of 
sources. 


Government is a key concept in the FMS 
framework. It inciudes federal and provin- 
cial governments, together with all bodies 
created by them, including territorial gov- 
ernments, municipalities, other legal enti- 
ties with the power to levy taxes, and all 
other entities created or acquired by those 
governments and owned by them. 


For the purposes of FMS, government is 
divided into two universes - general govern- 
ment and government enterprise - each of 
which has three levels, federal, provin- 
cial/territorial and local. 


The general government universe includes 
the central core of ministries and depart- 
ments together with their special funds. 
These include al) boards, agencies, commis- 
sions and similar bodies created, or ac- 
quired and owned by governments to provide 
services different in character, funding 
and/or cost from those provided by other 
sectors of the economy. 


The government enterprise universe in- 
cludes organizations created or acquired and 
owned by government to sell goods or ser- 
vices on the open market and whose principal 
revenues derive from such sales. 


Consolidation is another concept basic to 
FMS. In the general government universe, 
federal ministries and departments and their 
special funds are consolidated and treated 
as a single statistical unit. The same ap- 
plies to each province and territory. At the 
local government level, consolidation is 
carried a step further. Statistics from al? 
local governments (municipalities, local 
schoo) authorities, special purpose author- 
ities and their special funds) are consoli- 
dated and treated as a single statistical 
unit for each province and territory. 

After these primary consolidations, data 
for each provincial and territorial 
government are consolidated with those of 
their respective local governments. This 
consolidation eliminates the variations 
among provinces and territories in the 
assignment of responsibilities to their 
respective local governments. Such 
variations reduce comparability 

when statistics for either level are consi- 
dered separately. Finally, all provincial/ 
territorial/local statistics are consol ida- 
ted with federal data to produce a single 
set of statistics for all governments in 
Canada. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
consolidation is less widespread. Generally, 
it is restricted to a parent company and its 
subsidiaries. Statistics are produced for 
each level of government, with separate 
statistical series for major divisions with- 
in the standard industrial classification 
system. 


2.2 Concepts utilisés dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un certain nombre de concepts 
afin de normaliser les donnees financieres 
provenant de diverses sources. 


L’administration publique est un concept clé di 
SGF. Elle regroupe les administrations fédérale 
et provinciales ainsi que tous Jes organismes 
crees par elles, y compris les administrations 
territoriales ou municipales, d’autres entiteées 
juridiques ayant le pouvoir de preélever des im- 
pots et toutes autres entiteés créées ou acquises 
qui appartiennent a une de ces administrations. 


Dans le cadre du SGF, 1’administration publi- 
gue se divise en deux univers - 1’univers des ad- 
ministrations publiques et celui des entrerises 
publiques - qui comprend chacun trois niveaux, 
fédéral, provincial ou territorial et local. 


L’univers des administrations publiques re- 
groupe les ministeres et les services avec leurs 
fonds spéciaux. I] s’agit notamment de tous les 
conseils, organisations, commissions et organis- 
mes analogues créés ou acquis qui appartiennent 
a une des administrations publiques et qui 
assurent des services (financement ou autre) 
differents de ceux fournis par d’autres secteurs 
de 1’economie. 


L’univers des entreprises publiques englobe 
les organismes créées ou acquis qui appartiennent 
a une administration publique, chargés de vendre 
des biens ou des services sur le marché libre et 
dont les principales recettes proviennent de ces 
ventes. 


La consolidation est un autre concept de base 
du SGF. Dans 1l’univers des administrations pub- 
liques, les ministéres et les services fédéraux 
avec leurs fonds speéciaux sont consolidés et con- 
sidérés comme une seule unité statistique. I1 en 
va de méme des provinces et des territoires. Au 
niveau local, la consolidation est plus poussée. 
Les statistiques de toutes les admnistrations 
locales (municipalités, pouvoirs scolaires 
locaux, pouvoirs spéciaux et leurs fonds 
spéciaux) sont consolidées et considérées comme 
une seule unité statistique pour chaque province 
et territoire.

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2.3 The Classification Framework Used in FMS 


FMS uses a standardized classification 
framework for revenues, expenditures and 
assets and liabilities. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
these terms follow classifications of the 
enterprise concerned as well as recommenda- 
tions for profit-oriented businesses from 
the Canadian Institute of Chartered 
Accountants. 


In the general government universe, 
revenue is Classified by source - either as 
revenues which a government collets itself 
or as revenues transferred from other 
governments. 


Money collected by a government from its 
own sources is further classified by origin: 


- from taxes (including levies for health 
and social insurance); 

- from natural resources; 

- from privileges, licences and permits; 

- from sales; 

- from investments. 


Revenues arising from transfers from 
other governments are further classified by 
transferor and then by purpose into general 
or specific. In all cases, the principal 
components of each main classification are 
identified. 


Expenditures are classified by function, 
either the purpose of the expenditure or the 
service it provides. Eighteen such functions 
are identified, most of which include a 
number of sub-functions. 


Assets and liabilities are classified 
| according to standard accounting practices, 
but only financial assets and liabilities 
are identified, since all expenditures, 
including purchases of fixed assets, are 
deemed to be current. Sub-classifications of 
both assets and liabilities highlight 
relationships between governments. 


2.4 Accounting Procedures 


| Generally speaking, FMS statistics for 
the general government universe are produced 
“according to the modified cash system of 
~accounting which records transactions when 

the monies are received or spent. At the end 
of the accounting period, however, major 
transactions which have been completed 
(except for the receipt on disbursement of 
money) are accrued as receivables or pay- 
ables. In addition, all transactions are 
deemed to be current. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
FMS follows generally accepted accounting 
|Principles for profit-oriented businesses 
@stablished by the Canadian Institute of 
Chartered Accountants. 


2.3 Cadre de classification utilisé dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un cadre normalisé de classifi- 
cation pour les recettes, les dépenses ainsi que 
pour l’actif et le passif. 


Dans 1l’univers des entreprises publigues, ces 
termes respectent la classification ainsi que les 
recommandations de 1’Institut canadien des comp- 


tables agréés concernant les entreprises a but 
lucratif. 


Dans 1’univers des admnistrations publigues, 
les recettes sont classées selon 1a source: i] 
peut s’agir de recettes qu’une administration re- 
cueille elle-méme ou de recettes qu’elle recoit 
d’autres administrations publiques sous forme de 
transferts. 


Les recettes qu’une administration publique 
tire de ses sources propres sont ensuite classées 
selon la provenance: 


- imposition (y compris les impéts prélevés pour 
)’assurance-maladie et 1’assurance sociale); 

- ressources naturelles; 

- priviléges, licences et permis; 

- ventes; 

- placements.. 


Les recettes provenant d’autres administra- 
tions publiques sous forme de transferts sont 
ensuite classées selon la provenance et 1’objec- 
tif (général ou particulier). Dans tous les cas, 
les principales composantes de chaque classifica- 
tion majeure sont définies. 


Les dépenses sont classées selon la fonction, 
soit 1’objectif de la dépense ou les services 
auxquels elles sont affectées. On compte 18 
fonctions dont la plupart comportent un certain 
nombre de sous-fonctions. 


L’actif et le passif sont classés selon les 
méthodes comptables courantes, mais seuls 1l’actif 
financier et le passif sont indiqueés, étant donné 
que toutes les dépenses, y compris 1’achat 
d‘immobilisations, sont courantes. Les sous- 
Classifications de l’actif et du passif souli- 
gnent les rapports qui existent entre les 
différentes administrations publiques. 


2.4 Méthodes comptables 


De fagon générale, les statistiques du SGF 
pour l’univers des administrations publiques sont 
produites selon 12 systeme de comptabilité de 
caisse modifieée, qui consiste a inscrire les 
transactions au moment des entrées et des sorties 
de fonds. Cependant, a la fin de la période 
comptable, les transactions majeures qui ont été 
conclues (a 1’exception des entrées ou des 
sorties de fonds) sont inscrites commes des 
comptes a recevoir ou des comptes a payer. De 
plus, toutes les transactions sont considérées 
comme courantes. 


Dans 1’univers des entreprises publigques, le 
SGF suit généralement les méthodes comptables 
generalement reconnues pour les entreprises a 
but lucratif, @€tablies par 1’Institut canadien 
des comptables agréés. 
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3.0 Government Enterprises in the Financial 
Management System 


This publication contains data in respect 
of that part of the provincial/territorial 
government universe which is defined as 
government enterprises. 


Government enterprises are agencies 
engaged primarily in operations of a commer- 
cial or industrial nature, which either com- 
pete actively with similar operations in the 
private sector or monopolize activities that 
would otherwise be carried out in the pri- 
vate sector. 


These activities are usually carried out 
by a Crown corporation or special agency 
with specific powers and subject to varying 
degrees of financial control by the govern- 
ment, and of public accountability. The 
publication covers the provincial and terri- 
torial enterprises listed on page 138. 


A government enterprise was previously 
defined as a corporation or a government 
agency displaying the following character- 
istics: 


- it must be more than 50% owned by 
government; 

- the management of its affairs must be rel- 
atively autonomous; 

- its primary role must be to provide goods 
or services to other than government; 


- the prices it sets for these goods or 
services must reflect the costs of 
providing them; 

- the acquisition by consumers of the goods 
or services must be voluntary. 


The system of Government Financial 
Management Statistics, Catalogue 68-507E, 
March 19884 now defines an enterprise as any 
entity separated from but owned by govern- 
ment which sells goods and/or services pri- 
marily on the open market and whose prin- 
cipal revenues derive from these sales 
and/or other of its own sources meeting the 
following criteria: 


Separate existence. Prima facie evidence of 
a separate physical existence is, at least, 
a separate set of accounts. 


Ownership. More than 50% of the rights of 
proprietorship of an entity must be vested 
in one or more governments and/or government 
enterprises. Proprietorship rights are 
determined on the basis of holdings of 
voting stock for incorporated entities. The 
extent of government ownership is determined 
from the provisions of the statute or other 
instrument under which it is created or 
acquired for unincorporated entities. 


3.0 Les entreprises publiques et le systéme de 
la gestion financiére 


La présente publication contient des données 
relatives au secteur de 1]’administration provin- 
ciale/territoriale désigné par 1’expression 
"entreprises publigues". 


Le systéme a pour but de presenter des don- 
nées sur les entreprises publiques dont 1’activi- 
vité principale est 1’exploitation de services 
commerciaux ou industriels qui font concurrence 
a des établissements semblables du secteur prive 
ou monopolisent des activités qui, autrement, 
seraient exploitées par le secteur prive. 


Ces activités sont généralement la 
responsabilité d’une société d’Etat ou d/un 
organisme spécial doté de pouvoirs particuliers, 
soumis, a des degrés divers, a un contréle 
financier de la part de 1’administration publ ique 
et devant rendre des comptes a 1a population. 
Cette publication vise les entreprises des 
provinces et territoires @numéreées a la page 138. 


Auparavant, une entreprise publique était 
déefinie comme étant une société ou un organisme 
public qui possédait les caractéristiques 
suivantes: 


- plus de 50% de ses droits de propriete étaient 
déetenus par une administration publique; 

- la gestion de ses affaires était relativement 
autonome; 

- son objectif premier était de fournir des biens 
ou des services a 1’exterieur de 
l’administration publ] ique; 

- le prix de ses biens ou services était fixe en 
fonction des cotts; 


- ]’acquisition des biens ou des services par les 
consommateurs était volontaire. 


Le systeéme statistique de gestion des finan- 
ces publiques du Canada, no 68-507F au catalogue 
mars 1984, définit maintenant une entreprise 
comme étant tout organisme qui appartient a une 
administration publique tout en ayant une 
existence distincte, qui vend des biens ou des 
services essentiellement sur le marche libre et 
dont les principales recettes proviennent de ces 
ventes ou d’autres sources propres et qui répond 
aux criteéres ci-dessous: 


Existence propre. Un ensemble de comptes 
distincts constitue, du moins a premiére vue, 
un indice qu’un organisme posséde une existence 
propre. 


Propriété. Plus de 50% des droits de proprieteé 
d’une entité doivent 6tre détenus par une ou 
plusieurs administrations publiques et/ou par une 
ou plusieurs entreprises publiques. La parti- 
cipation des propriétaires est déterminée par 

la part du capital-actions avec droit de vote 
que posséde chaque propriétaire dans le cas des 
entreprises constituees en sociéte. La part de 
l/administraiton publique dans 1’entreprise est 
déterminée conformément aux dispositions de 
l’acte en vertu duquel 1’entreprise a été 
constituée ou acquise dans Je cas des entités non 
constituées en sociéte.

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The entity must have effective if not 
Jegal control of all assets required for its 
operations. 


Open market. Government enterprises must 
provide goods and/or services to the general 
public and/or businesses. Those to whom the 
good or service is offered are free to 
acquire or reject it. 


Principal revenues. Over a three- to five- 
year period, the revenue derived by an 
entity from itsS own sources, such as, sales, 
interest income, rentals, licenses, permits, 
other fees, etc., must exceed that received 
in the form of subsidies or other sustaining 
transfers. (General subsidies provided to 
soth public and private enterprises are 
excluded in applying the criterion. ) 


Crown corporations not satisfying the 
above-mentioned criteria are classified as 
special funds or treated as extensions of a 
government department and therefore 
consolidated with the parent government. 


Government enterprises may be established 
under the authority of a special statute by 
a single government, or jointly by two or 
more governments, or in accordance with 
existing laws governing incorporation. They 
may also be established by takeover, 
expropriation or purchase of shares ina 
private corporation by a government. 


4.0 Comparability with Other Statistical 
Frameworks 


In the second major statistical system, 
the Canadian System of National Accounts 
(SNA), enterprises are classified in the 
corporate and government business sector as 
their activities are conducted on an 
essentially commercial basis where the 
operation is designed to be self-sustaining 
and where a price is set for the goods and 
services wnich is calculated to cover 
costs. The transactions of both financial 
and non-financial corporations are covered. 
As government business enterprises act ina 
quasi-administrative capacity to promote 
government policy objectives, they may be 
less strongly oriented toward profit 
maximization than their counterparts in the 
private sector. 


While there are differences at the 
federal level in the components of the 
government enterprise universe between the 
two statistical systems, the two systems are 
identical at the provincial level. 


The Financial Management System does not 
provide the distinct breakdown between non- 
financial (Sector IV) and financial 
enterprises (Sector IX) as published by 
Financial Flows in their Catalogue 13-002, 
Financial Flows, Quarterlies in Canada 
totals and Catalogue 13-563, Financial 
Flows, Occasional, 1961-1967.

Les entreprises publiques doivent 
fournir des biens ou des services au grand public 
ou au secteur commercial.

Les sociétés de la Couronne qui ne satisfont 
pas aux criteéres mentionnes ci-dessus sont con- 
siderées comme des fonds spéciaux ou bien des 
prolongements de ministéres et, par conse@quent, 
comme @etant rattachées a 1’administration publi- 
que mere. 


Les entreprises publiques peuvent é6étre créées 
aux termes d’un statut special par une seule 
administration publique ou conjointement par deux 
ou plusieurs administrations publiques, ou bien 
conformément aux lois existantes régissant la 
constitution. Elles peuvent é6étre établies par 
l’absorption, 1’expropriation ou 1’achat 
d’actions d’une société par une administration 
publique. 


4.0 Comparaison avec d’autres cadres statis- 
tiques 


Dans le deuxiéme systéme statistique en 
importance, le Systéme canadien de comptabilité 
nationale (SCCN), les entreprises sont classées 
dans le secteur des sociétés et des entreprises 
commerciales publiques si leurs activites sont 
essentiellement commerciales, qu’elles s’autofi- 
nancent et gqu’elles fixent un prix pour leurs 
produits et services en fonction des cotts. Les 
activites des societés financiéres et non 
financiéres sont également visées. Comme les 
entreprises commerciales publiques sont doteées 
ad’un pouvoir quasi-administratif lorsqu’il s’agit 
de promouvoir les objectifs des politiques du 
gouvernement, elles ont peut-étre moins tendance 
que leurs homologues du secteur privé a viser a 
maximiser leurs profits. 


Méme si les deux systeémes statistiques 
comportent des différences au niveau fédéral 
quant aux composantes de 1’univers des 
entreprises publiques, ils sont identiques au 
niveau provincial. 


Dans le systéme de gestion financiére, 
contrairement aux Comptes des flux financiers, 
pour 1’ensemble du Canada, publication tri- 
mestrielle no 13-002 au catalogue et publication 
hors-seérie, no 13-563 au catalogue, 1961-1967, i] 
n’existe pas de distinction entre les entreprises 
non financiéres (secteur IV) et les entreprises 
financieres (secteur IX). 
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Other differences apart from universe 
exist in concept and timing between the two 
statistical systems: 


Not all enterprises have fiscal quarter ends 
coinciding with the calendar Quarter end 
used by National Accounts. The FMS accounts 
identify all financial transactions of 
governments with their enterprises, while 
the system of national accounts groups these 
transactions as claims on government enter- 
prises. 


The System of National Accounts (SNA) adopts 
the accrual method of accounting rather than 
the accrual and/or modified cash system used 
by the FMS. 


The FMS and SNA differ in their treatment of 
the profits of the liquor authorities. Under 
the FMS, all profits including dividends 
paid by enterprises to their parent govern- 
ments are classified as revenues of these 
governments, while unremitted profits are 
added to the surpluses of tne enterprises. 
In the NIEA, however, the remitted profits 
of liquor authorities are classified as 
indirect tax revenue of their parent govern- 
ments. 


5.0 Coverage, Sources and Methods 


Data are drawn from the published annual 
reports of the enterprises and the public 
accounts of the provinces and territories. 
In addition, some further information has 
been obtained from company and government 
officials whose co-operation is greatfully 
acknowledged. 


In order to facilitate comparison with 
similar industries of the private sector, 
government enterprises are classified by 
their principal activities and grouped by 
industry division according to the Standard 
Industrial Classification, 1980 (Catalogue 
12-501E) manual. 


6.0 Review of the Year 1984 
6.1 Net Income 


Net income after provision for income tax 
of provincial government business enterpri- 
ses decreased by $768 million or 24.7% to 
reach $2,340 million in 1984, the lowest 
since 19798. The large increase in expenses 
(18.1%) due to unusual expense charges is 
responsible for the decrease of $768 million 
in NEtSpRoF itz 


Of the total net profit of $2,340 


million, $2,007 million was earned by pro- 
vincial liquor commissions, and $807 million 
by electric power commissions. Profits of 


$639 million and $85 million were also 
recorded by enterprises engaged in service 
industries and gas distribution, while 
losses of $735 million and $737 million were 
suffered by enterprises engaged in "finance, 
insurance and real estate", and "mines, 
quarries and oil wells". 


Outre l’univers, les deux systémes statis- 
tiques différent egalement du point de vue des 
concepts et de 1’actualite: 


Toutes les entreprises ne choisissent pas de ter- 
miner leurs trimestres financiers en méme temps 
que les trimestres civils adoptes dans les Com- 
ptes nationaux. Dans le SGF, on distingue toutes 
les transactons financiéres des administrations 
publiques avec leurs entreprises alors que dans 
le systeme des Comptes nationaux, on regroupe 
toutes ces transactions, qui doivent 6tre dé- 
clareées par les entreprises publ iques. 


Dans le systéme de comptabilité nationale (SCN), 
on adopte la comptabilité d’exercice et non la 
comptabilité de caisse ou la comptabilité de 
caisse modifiée, comme dans le SGF. 


Les profits des societeés des alcools sont 
déclarés différemment dans le SGF et le SCN. 
D’aprés le SGF, tous les profits, y compris les 
dividendes versés par les entreprises a leurs 
administrations publiques méres, sont classeées 
comme les recettes de ces derniéres, alors que 
les bénéfices non versées sont ajoutés a 1’exceé- 
dent des entreprises. Dans les CNRD, toutefois, 
les bénéfices versés par les sociétes des alcools 
sont considérés comme des recettes provenant des 
impots indirects de leurs administrations pub- 
liques méres. 


5.0 Univers observé, sources et méthodes 


Les données sont tirées des rapports annuels 
que publient les entreprises et des comptes 
publics des provinces et territoires. De plus, 
des agents d’entreprises et d’administrations, 
dont la collaboration a été des plus preéecieuses, 
ont fait parvenir des renseignements comp]émen- 
taires. 


Pour faciliter les comparaisons avec tes in- 
Gustries semblables du secteur privé, nous avons 
classé les entreprises publiques d’aprés leur 
principale activité et nous les avons groupés par 
divisions d’industries selon la Classification 
type des industries, 1980 (no 12-501F au cata- 
logue). 


6.0 Revue de 1’année 1984 
6.1 Bénéfice Net 


Le benéfice net aprés provision pour impdts 
sur le revenu des entreprises commerciales publi- 
ques provinciales a diminué de $768 millions 
(-24.7%) pour s’établir A $2,340 millions en ; 
1884, son plus bas niveau depuis 19879. L’augmen- ° 
tation des dépenses de 18.1%, en grande partie 
imputable a des deépenses extraordinaires, est 
responsable de la diminution de $768 millions du 
benefice net. 


Quant au bénéfice net total de $2,340 mil- 
lions, $2,007 millions sont alleés aux régies des 
alcools et $907 millions aux commissions d’éner- 
gie électrique. Les benéfices des entreprises du 
secteur des services et de distribution de gaz ont 
respectivement eté de $639 millions et de $95 
millions, tandis que les entreprises du secteur 
des finances, des assurances et des affaires 
immobiliéres, et des mines, carriéres et puits 
de pétrole enregistraient des pertes de $735 
millions et $737 millions.

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6.2 Income 


Total income of provincial government 
business enterprises increased by $3,998 
million or 13.6% to reach $33,328 million in 
1984. Income from the sales of goods and 
services contributed the largest share 
(88.0%) of the total revenue. Investment 
income accounted for 17.3%, as loan and 
investment balances have continued to expand 
(14.6%). 


Of the total income of $29,313 million 
derived from the sales of goods and 
services, $12,402 million or 42.3% was 
earned by electric power utilities and 
$5,467 million or 18.7% was earned by liquor 
boards. Of the total investment income of 
$3,433 million, $2,656 million or 77.4% was 
received by enterprises engaged in finance, 
insurance and real estate while $482 million 
or 14.0% went to electric power utilities. 


6.3 Expense 


Total expense reached a total of $30,946 
million in 1984, up $4,738 million, or 
18.1%, from last year. The cost of sales, 
interest outlays, depreciation and other 
expenses increased appreciably.

6.2 Revenus 


En 1984, le revenu total des entreprises 
commerciales publiques provinciales a augmenteé de 
$3,998 millions (13.6%) pour s’établir a $33,328 
millions. Les recettes provenant de la vente de 
biens et services representaient environ 88.0% du 
revenu total. L’augmentation de 17.3% des 
revenus de placement s’explique en grande partie 
par la hnausse de 14.6% de 1’encours du 
portefeuille. 


Sur un revenu total de $29,313 millions prove- 
nant de la vente des biens et services, $12,402 
millions, soit 42.3%, sont allés aux services 
d’‘électricité, et $5,467 million (18.7%), aux 
regies des alcools. Quant aux revenus de place- 
ment, s’elevant au total a $3,433 millions, 
$2,656 millions, soit 77.4%, sont destinés aux 
entreprises du secteur des finances, des assuran- 
ces et des affaires immobiliéres, et $482 
millions (14.0%), aux services d’électricité. 


6.3 Dépenses 


Les dépenses des entreprises commerciales 
publiques provinciales ont atteint un niveau de 
$30,946 millions au cours de 1984, soit une 
augmentation de $4,738 million (18.1%) par 
rapport a 1’année précédente. Les codits de 
vente, le service de la dette, les provisions 
d‘ammortissement et les autres dépenses ont 
enregistré de fortes hausses. 
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“Salaries and wages” and “material and 
other purchases" accounted for $4,078 


million and $14,573 million respectively or 
13.2% and 47.1% of totai expenses. Debt 
charges of $8,160 million anc depreciation 


and depletion provision of $2,227 million 
accounted for 26.4% respectively of the same 
outlays. 


increased borrowings and the reduction of 
$468 million of interest being capitalized 
in the previous year are responsible for the 
increase of $1,637 million in debt charges. 
The amount claimed as interest expenses 
excludes $1,850 million capitalized during 
the construction of facilities for enter- 
prises engaged in transportation, communi- 
cation and other public-utility type of 
activities and includes $3,567 million paid 
either to governments or to government 
enterprises. Electric power utilities, 
which owed 62.3% of total enterprise debt 
outstanding, paid $4,700 million or 57.6% of 
total debt charges. 


Other expenses of $1,833 million 
increased by $1,165 million over the 
previous year. Industries responsible for 
the main increases were: 


Mining, quarries and o71 wells with an 
increase of $782 million, mainly due to 

the ceasing of operations cf Sidbec 
Normines Inc. (see p. 38), brought about an 
extraordinary write-off .of fixed assets 

and closing costs cf $609 miilion. 


Electric power utilities with an increase 
of $178 million due to the implementation 
of the change in accounting policy for 
foreign currency translation of foreign 
long term debt. The unrealized foreign’ 
exchange iosses are amortized to 
operations over the remaining life of the 
related debt. 


Finance, insurance and real estate with 
an increase of $162 million due to the 
unusual provision for potential losses. 


6.4 Capital Expenditures 


Estimates of expenditures of a capital 
nature by government enterprises are pub- 
lished in the publication, Private and 
Public Investment in Canada (Catalogue 
61-205, Table 24) prepared jointiy by the 
Business Finance Division of Statistics 
Canada, and the Department of Industry, Trade 
and Commerce. According to this source, 
capital expenditures of provincial 
enterprises for the year 1984 were $7,811 
million. 


Le "codgt des salaires et traitements” et des 
“Matériaux et autres achats" se sont etabli @ 
$4,078 millions et $14,573 miilions respective- 
ment soit 13.2% et 47.1% de toutes les dépenses. 
Les dépenses verseées du service de la dette 
($8,160 millions) et les provisions pour 
amortissement ($2,227 millions) représentaient 
respectivement 26.44 et 7.2% des deépenses 
totales. 


L‘augmentation de $1,637 millions subie par le 
service de lia dette est imputable en partie a 
1’augmentation de 1’encours de la dette et en 
partie a une baisse de $468 millions des 
interéts capitalisés. Le montant porte au poste 
des interéts versés ne comprend pas ies $1,850 
millions capitalisés pendant ia construction 
Gd’ installations pour je compte d’entreprises 
s‘occupant de transports, de communication et 
d’autres services d’utilité publique, mais 
comprend un montant de $3,567 millions versés, 
soit a l’administration publique dont relévent 
les entreprises, soit a d’autres administra-— 
tions. Les services publics d’éliectricité, qui 
devaient 62.3% du total des créances a payer des 
entreprises, ont payé $4,700 millions, soit 57.6% 
du total des deépenses du service ce la dette. 


Le poste “autres dépenses" a progressé de 
$1,165 millions en 1984, pour atteindre $1,833 
millions. Les secteurs industriels responsabies 
pour cette augmentation irréguliére sont les 
suivants: 


Mines, carriéres et puits de peétrole est 
responsable d’une augmentation de $792 
millions suite a 1’abandon des activités de 
Sidbec Normines Inc. (voir p. 38). Cette 
fermeture a occasionné une radiation extra- 
ordinaire de immotilisations et des couts de 
fermeture pour un montant de $60S millions. 


Les services publics d’électricité ont 
enregistré une hausse de $179 millions, 
résultat de l’adoption des nouvelles bases de 
conversion des devises étrangéres sur 1a 
dette 2 long terme. Les pertes de change non 
realisées, amorties sur la durée de vie 
restant de la dette a long terme, sont 
portées aux operations. 


Le secteur des "finances, assurances, et 
affaires immobiliéres“ a enregistré une 
augmentation de $160 millions résultant de 
provisions irréguliéres pour certaines pertes 
anticipées.

6.5 Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Total assets of $126,120 million 
increased in value by $12,714 million or 
11.2% over the corresponding figure at the 
end of 1983. This expansion on the assets 
side was balanced by increases of 
Sid 2st millionsor Idee. ofe liabilities 
($108,059 million) and $1,483 million or 
9.0% in net worth ($18,061 million). 


Assets 


Of total fixed assets of provincial 
government enterprises valued at $83,649 
million at the end of 1984, those of 
electric power utilities accounted for 
$66,050 million or 79.0%. Of a total 
increase of $5,011 million, $3,583 million 
pertained to electric power, $1,310 million 
to transportation, and $340 million to gas 
distribution. The increase in the transpor- 
tation industry is principally due to the 
inclusion of British Columbia Transit as a 
government enterprise. 


Investments of provincial government 
enterprises increased by $2,772 million to 
reach $21,693 million during the year under 
review. Government and government enter- 
prise treasury bills, bonds and stock 
amounted to $12,481 million or 57.5% of 
investments at the end of 1984. The invest- 
ments of enterprises engaged in finance, 
insurance and real estate increased by 
$1,712 million during the year. Figures for 
investments do not include payments made by 
enterprises into the sinking funds of their 
parent governments to repay borrowings made 
by the provinces on their behalf. 


Of the total loans outstanding ($3,842 
million) at the end of 1984, $2,524 million 
was lent to private businesses and $709 
million to governments and their enterpri- 
ses. The group "finance, insurance and real 
estate" is responsible for the larger 
portion of the lending. 


Liabilities and Sources of Funds 


Liabilities of provincial government 
business enterprises (PGBE’s) reached a 
total of $108,059 million in fiscal 1984, up 
$8,839 million, or 8.9%, from the previous 
year’s adjusted level. An important feature 
of fiscal 1984 was the implementation, by 
most provincial government business enter- 
prises, of the recommendation of the 
Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants 
regarding foreign currency translation. 

Long term debt, which was formerly converted 
at rates in effect "at date of borrowing" is 
now converted at rates in effect "at the 
balance sheet date". The resulting 
unrealized exchange losses increased the 
long term debt by $3,603 million.

Actif

comptaient ($66,050 millions) pour 79.0% des 
immobilisations des entreprises publiques 
provinciales ($83,649 millions). L’augmentation 


totale de $5,011 millions des immobilisations se 
répartit ainsi: $3,583 millions aux services 
d‘électricité, $1,310 millions aux transports et 


$340 au secteur de distribution de gaz. L’ajout 
de la British Columbia Transit comme entreprise 
publique en 1984 est principalement responsable 
de 1’augmentation subie par le secteur des 
transports. 


Le portefeuille des entreprises publ] iques 
provinciales a progressé de $2,772 millions pour 
s’‘établir a $21,693 millions en 1984. Les bons 
du tresor, les obligations et les actions des 
administrations et des entreprises publ iques 
totalisaient $12,481 millions a la fin de 1984, 
soit 57.5% des placements identifiables.

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Sources of Funds 


The provincial government business 
enterprises sell their securities through 
direct placement with official sources 
(governments and government enterprises) and 
in the private sector (markets where 
securities are offered to investors through 
public offerings ete, i See Text Table I 
and Chart 2 below. 
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Borrowings from the private sector 
provide the largest portion of the funds 
required by the PGBE’s. These borrowings 
(which consist of bonds, notes, bank loans, 
etc.) reached a level of $53,387 million at 
December 1984, up $5,593 million or 11.7%, 
from last year. 


In ada@ition, it iS important to note that 
cash requirements of PGBE’s met by the 
private sector, is not limited to the 
$53,387 million above, because some of the 
borrowings by provincial governments on 
behalf of PGBE, and shown below, was also 
met by private market borrowings. (1)

Borrowing from government and government 
business enterprises also constituted a 
major portion of the liabilities of the 
PGBE’s. During fiscal 1984, these financial 
resources were increased by $2,452 million 
bringing the total to $42,056 million. 


Of the total, $60,927 million was owed by 
electric power utilities and $25,209 million 
by enterprises engaged in finance, insurance 
and real estate. 


Net Worth 


The total net worth of $18,061 million of 
provincial government enterprises was made 
up of $7,264 million in capital stock and 
$10,797 million in surplus. Appropriated 
surplus of $4,974 million was maintained 
mostly by electrical utilities for contin- 
gencies and rate stabilization, the acqui- 
sition of capital assets, insurance, debt 
retirement, and sinking fund. 


The balance in unappropriated surplus 
reached $2,012 million during the year. 
Credits include net profits of $2,340 mil- 
lion, liquor revenue other than profits of 
$107 million and contributions of $674 mil- 
lion including $670 million from parent 


governments. Net transfers of $527 million 
were made to appropriated surplus and 
amounts totalling $2,994 million were remit-— 


ted to provincial governments.

Atlantic Lottery Corporation Inc. 
Western Canada Lottery Foundation 


Previously, the financial data of these 
provincial government enterprises were shown 
under the category "Other". Effective April 
1, 1982, the operating results are allocated 
to member provinces on the basis of the num- 
ber of tickets sold within the province. 


Maritime Fiberglass Fabricators Ltd. 


Provincial Holdings Ltd. sold its shares 
of Maritime Fiberglass Fabricators Ltd. to 
the minority shareholders of the company. 


James Bay Development Corporation 


In July 1971, the Quebec government crea- 
ted the James Bay Development Corporation to 
undertake the development of natural resour- 
ces in northwestern Quebec. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy 
Corporation (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), 
the James Bay Development Corporation agreed 
to plan and construct all infrastructure 
required to develop the hydro-electric 
resources of the territory. Ninety-nine per 
cent of the cost of planning and construc- 
tion and all maintenance and operating 
expenses are to be borne by the James Bay 
Energy Corporation as long as it remains the 
sole user. Although the infrastructure 
remains the exclusive property of the James 
Bay Development Corporation, the value of 
the contribution by James. Bay Energy Corpo- 
ration is included as fixed assets of the 
Hydro-Quebec consolidated balance sheet. 


Régie des installations olympiques 


This corporation was enacted on November 
20, 1975 under the Act to incorporate the 
Regie des installations olympiques to build, 
equip and operate the olympic installations. 


The Fonds Special Olympique was created 
in 1876 to collect the special tax on tobac- 
co and the net receipts reserved to Quebec 
from Loto Canada. The fund is used for loan 
reimbursements, interest payments and the 
costs of olympic installations completion. 
The fund has been consolidated with the 
financial statements of the Regie. 


Sidbec Normines Inc.(SNI) 


This new company was established by 
Sidbec (50.1%) as a joint venture with 
British Steel Corporation (41.7%) and Quebec 
Mining (8.2%). Sidbec Normines is responsi- 
ble for the mining of iron ore at the Fire 
Lake mine and the operation of iron ore 
pelletizing plant at Port-Cartier.

In October 1984, considering the severe 
economic crisis facing the iron ore industry 
of the North Shore of the province of 
Quebec, SNI, its shareholders, pellet buyers 
and the Government of Quebec decided that 
SNI cease its mining operations in December, 
1984. SNI will have to bear the costs of 
closing as stated in the formal agreement. 


SNI leased its installations at Port 
Cartier to Quebec Cartier Mining Company 
(QCMC) for a period of 15 years. The share- 
holders of SNI have agreed to all transac- 
tions and commitments and are committed to 
pay or reimburse all costs, compensation, 
residual costs and contingent costs related 
to the permanent closing of the iron ore 
pelletizing plant including the principal 
and interest of the debenture debt. All 
expenses and write offs incurred from the 
closing of the mining operation have been 
allocated to "other expenses" in the amount 
Of $609.2 million on Table I. "Current 
Income and Expenditure" under the Mining, 
quarries and oi] wells industry.

The corporation ceased to be considered 
as a government business enterprise effec- 
tive the month of January, 1985 Soquem’s 
(parent of Louvem) investment in Louvem Inc 
was reduced to 37.3% from 61.0%. 


Pécheries Kosmos P/F Canada Ltée 


Soquia, a special fund of the Province of 
Québec, purchased a 85% interest in Péche- 
rie Kosmos during the current period. The 
company was established under the Canada 
Corporation Act. In May 1985, Pécheries 
Kosmos changed it’s name to Péche Nordiques 
Lins.

This company was incorporated under the

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APPENDIX 


Definitions 


For purpose of interpreting this report, 
the following definition (or explanation) of 
certain income, expense, assets, liability 
and net worth items are provided. 


Income 


The income of government enterprises is 
classified into "sales of goods and 
services", "investment income", "subsidies" 
and “other income". Amounts collected by 
enterprises on behalf of their parent 
governments, e€.g., provincial liquor ~ 
licences and permits collected by iiquor 
authorities, are excluded from enterprise 
income. 


Sales of goods and services. These are 
reported net of rebates and discounts. 
Significant amounts of total sales made to 
an individual customer or group of 
customers, e.g., from a provincial power 
corporation to its municipally-owned 
distributors, are separately identified 
wherever possible. 


Investment income. This category comprises 
three sub-classifications: interest, rentals 
and other investment income. Interest, in 
turn, is classified by origin - governments, 
government enterprises and other sources. 
Amounts classified to the first two of these 
captions are further identified by level of 
government. The sub-classification "rentals" 
is self-explanatory while "other investment 
income" includes such items as dividends and 
profits on foreign exchange operations. 


Subsidies. Included under this heading 

are contributions from governments toward 
current costs of production to encourage 
certain types of production, to assist 
producers in areas of special difficulty, to 
protect producers against declines in the 
prices of their products or to support 
socially desirable activities. Contributions 
are identified by level of government. 
Payments in respect of losses are recorded 
in the Statement of Unappropriated Surplus. 


Other income. This comprises all income 
not otherwise specified. 


Expenses 

Government enterprise expense comprises 
Six principal categories: "salaries and 
wages", "materials and other purchases", 
“debt charges", "grants in lieu of taxes", 


"depreciation" and "other expenses".

The valuation set by the 
enterprise is used. : 


The items added on the liability side are 
as follows: 


Savings deposits. Liabilities to depositors 
of provincial financial institutions, such 
as the Province of Ontario Savings Office 
and the Treasury Branches Deposits Fund of 
Alberta, are identified under this caption. 


Accrued expenses and deferred credits. This 
is self-explanatory and is the counterpart 
of "accrued revenue and prepaid expenses" on 
the assets side of the balance sheet. 


Minority interest. Under this caption are 
recorded amounts so reported by enterprises 
which consolidate in their financial 
statement the activities of subsidiaries 
which they do not own in their entirety. 


The statement of net worth identifies the 
capital stock and surplus of enterprises. 


Capital stock. Reported ownership, i.e., 
level of government or government enterprise 
and private investors, is identified under 
this caption. 


Surplus. This comprises three categories: 
"Uunappropriated surplus", "appropriated 
surplus" and "contributed surplus". The 
nature and determination of "unappropriated 
surplus" is described in paragraph above. 
“Appropriated surplus" identifies the 
typical reserves established by government 
enterprises. "Contributed surplus" distin- 
guishes between "interest-free working 
Capital” “and "capital" scontributions, “the 
latter including both physical assets and 
amounts provided for their acquisition. 
"Contributed surplus" further identifies the 
contributors by level of government or 
government enterprise.

In 1985, provincial government business 
enterprises recorded a total net profit after 
taxes of $2,711 million, an increase of $371 
million or 16%. The provincial liquor authorities, 
with profits of $2,131 million were the most 
profitable enterprises in 1985, followed by 
provincial lottery corporations with earnings of 
$883 million and provincial hydros with profits 
of $595 million. In terms of losses, enterprises 
in the Finance, Insurance and Real Estate 
industry reported loss of $637 million. 


The increase of $1,299 million in interest 
expense was primarily due to increase 
borrowings and a reduction of $315 million in 
capitalized interest. 


The investment portfolio of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises was $31,357 million at the 
end of 1985, an increase of $2,791 million over 
1984. The provincial enterprises investment 
portfolio is well diversified in terms of securi- 
ties. At the end of 1985, the portfolio consisted 
of $16,819 million of bonds and debentures, 
$5,174 million of mortgages, $5,159 million of 
stocks and $4,205 million of other securities. 


Gross fixed assets reached a level of $104,832 
million at the end of 1985, an increase of 
$4,797 million or 5% over 1984. This low 
increase, compared to increases of 14% in 
1981 and 8% in 1984, is mainly due to a 
slowdown in the construction of new facilities 
by electric power utilities. 


The debt of provincial government enterprises 
totaled $122,189 million at the end of 1985 up 
$7,127 million or 6% from the previous year. 
Financing provided by governments and other 
provincial government enterprises reached 
$46,605 million at the end of 1985 while direct 
borrowing from the private sector totaled 
$61,386 million. 


Bonds, the principal source of financing, 
increased by $2,637 million in 1985 to 
$66,726 million. Provincial government 
enterprises, one of the largest Canadian 
borrower in foreign currency, showed total 
bonds outstanding in foreign currency of 
$26,189 million at December 1985.

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1.0 Introduction 


This publication presents financial statistics of 
government enterprises for 1985 and as such 
indicates the extent and the profitability of 
government activity in the business sector of the 
economy. It complements the publications 
Provincial Government Finance, Catalogues 
68-207 and 68-209.Together they provide 
financial data on the provincial government’s 
statistical universe. 


2.0 Statistics Canada’s System of Govern- 
ment Financial Management Statistics 


Statistics Canada’s system of government 
financial management statistics - FMS for short — is 
a standardized framework which incorporates 
financial statistics from all levels and agencies of 
government in Canada. The system has been 
developed over the past 50 years by Statistics 
Canada in co-operation with officials from every 
level of government, and with people from the 
academic and business worlds. Over the years, as 
the activities of governments have evolved and as 
the needs of people who use government financial 
data have changed, the FMS has been continually 
updated and improved. 


2.1 The Need for FMS 


Governments and their agencies report on 
their financial activities in a variety of ways, 
including detailed annual reports, quarterly 
summaries and budgets. But because these 
reports reflect the organization and accounting 
practices of the government or agency concerned, 
there is little uniformity in the way governments 
produce their financial statistics. The only exception 
occurs at the local government level, where similar 
governmental bodies within the same province or 
territory, are required to use standardized 
accounting systems and reports. 


The Financial Management System replaces 
the diverse formats of various government financial 
reports with a standardized framework which des- 
cribes expenditures in terms of functions performed 
and revenues raised to cover these expenditures in 
terms of sources. In addition, FMS tracks the 
effects of imbalances between revenues and 
expenditures on the financial assets and liabilities 
of governments. 


Cette publication présente les statistiques 
financieres des entreprises publiques provinciales 
pour 1985. Par consequent, elle fait ressortir l’impor- 
tance et la rentabilite de l’activite de |’Etat dans le 
secteur des entreprises dans |’économie. Elle vient 
completer les publications intitulées Les finances 
publiques provinciales, nOS 68-207 et 68-209 au 
catalogue. Ensemble, ces publications fournissent des 
données financieres sur l’univers statistique de 
administration provinciale. 


2.0 Le systeme statistique de gestion des fi- 
nances publiques de Statistique Canada 


Le systeme statistique de gestion des finances 
publiques de Statistique Canada - SGF - est un 
ensemble normalise qui englobe des statistiques 
financieres de tous les paliers administratifs et 
organismes gouvernementaux au Canada. Il a été mis 
au point au cours des 50 dernieres années par 
Statistique Canada avec la collaboration des 
representants de tous les ordres d’administration, du 
milieu universitaire et du monde des affaires. Au fil 
des ans, au fur et a mesure de |’évolution des 
activites gouvernementales et des besoins des 
utilisateurs de données sur les finances publiques, le 
SGF a eté constamment mis a jour et ameélioré. 


2.1 Necessite du SGF 


Les administrations publiques et leurs organismes 
déclarent leurs activites financieres de diverses 
manieres, notamment par des rapports annuels 
détailles, par des budgets et des sommaires 
trimestriels. Mais etant donnée que ces rapports 
traduisent l’organisation et les methodes comptables 
de l’administration publique ou de l’organisme en 
question, la facon dont les administrations produisent 
leurs statistiques financieres n’est pas tres uniforme, 
sauf au niveau local, ou des organismes 
gouvernementaux de meme nature au sein de la 
méme province ou du méme territoire doivent utiliser 
des rapports et des systemes comptables normalisés. 


Le systeme de gestion financiére, qui remplace 
les divers rapports financiers gouvernementaux, est 
un ensemble normalise décrivant les dépenses 
comme étant les services assurés et les recettes 
percues pour couvrir ces dépenses comme étant des 
sources. De plus, le SGF détermine les effets que 
peut avoir le deésequilibre entre les recettes et les 
dépenses sur l’actif financier et le passif de 
l’'administration publique. 


There are a number of advantages to compiling 
financial information gathered from a variety of 
sources into a single statistical framework. For one 
thing, statistics produced in conformity with FMS 
are consistent over long periods of time, thereby 
allowing for a better understanding of changing 
patterns in governmental financial activities. In 
addition, FMS permits ready comparisons of 
financial data, both between different governments 
at the same level, and between levels of 
government. 


2.2 Concepts Used in FMS 
FMS uses a number of concepts in order to 


standardize financial data from a variety of sources. 


Government is a key concept in the FMS 


framework. It includes federal and provincial : 


governments, together with all bodies created by 
them, including territorial governments, munici- 
palities, other legal entities with the power to levy 
taxes, and all other entities created or acquired by 
those governments and owned by them. 


For the purposes of FMS, government is 
divided into two universes — general government 
and government enterprise - each of which has 
three levels, federal, provincial/territorial and local. 


The general government universe includes the 
central core of ministries and departments together 
with their special funds. These include all boards, 
agencies, commissions and similar bodies created, 
or acquired and owned by governments to provide 
services different in character, funding and/or cost 
from those provided by other sectors of the 
economy. 


The government enterprise universe includes 
organizations created or acquired and owned by 
government to sell goods or services on the open 
market and whose principal revenues derive from 
such sales. 


Consolidation is another concept basic to 
FMS. In the general government universe, federal 
ministries and departments and their special funds 
are consolidated and treated as a single statistical 
unit. The same applies to each province and 
territory. At the local government level, 
consolidation is carried a step further. Statistics 
from all local governments (municipalities, local 
school authorities, special purpose authorities and 
their special funds) are consolidated and treated as 
a single statistical unit for each province and 
territory. After these primary consolidations, data 


Le fait de regrouper des renseignements 
financiers provenant de diverses sources en un seul 
ensemble statistique présente un certain nombre 
d’avantages. D'abord, les statistiques produites 
conformément au SGF sont uniformes sur de longues 
périodes, ce qui permet de mieux comprendre 
l’évolution des activités financiéres gouvernementales. 
De plus, le SGF permet de comparer facilement les 
données financieres de différentes administrations, au 
méme niveau et a divers paliers. 


2.2 Concepts utilisés dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un certain nombre de concepts 
afin de normaliser les données financieres provenant 
de diverses sources. 


L’administration publique est un concept clé du 
SGF. Elle regroupe les administrations federale et 
provinciales ainsi que tous les organismes crees par 
elles, y compris les administrations territoriales Ou 
municipales, d’autres entites juridiques ayant le 
pouvoir de prélever des impdts et toutes autres 
entités créées ou acquises qui appartiennent a une de 
ces administrations. 


Dans le cadre du SGF, |’administration publique 
se divise en deux univers — l’univers des adminis- 
trations publiques et celui des entreprises publiques — 
qui comprend chacun trois niveaux, fédéral, provincial 
ou territorial et local. 


L’univers des administrations publiques regroupe 
les ministeres et les services avec leurs fonds 
spéciaux. Il s’agit notamment de tous les conseils, 
organisations, commissions et organismes analogues 
créés ou acquis qui appartiennent a une des 
administrations publiques et qui assurent des services 
(financement ou autre) différents de ceux fournis par 
d'autres secteurs de |’economie. 


L’univers des entreprises publiques englobe les 
organismes créés ou acquis qui appartiennent a une 
administration publique, chargés de vendre des biens 
ou des services sur le marche libre et dont les 
principales recettes proviennent de ces ventes. 


La consolidation est un autre concept de base 
du SGF. Dans l’univers des administrations publiques, 
les ministeres et les services fedéraux avec leurs 
fonds spéciaux sont consolidés et consideres comme 
une seule unité statistique. Il en va de méme des 
provinces et des territoires. Au niveau local, la 
consolidation est plus poussée. Les statistiques de 
toutes les admnistrations locales (municipalites, 
pouvoirs scolaires locaux, pouvoirs speciaux et leurs 
fonds spéciaux) sont consolidées et considérees 
comme une seule unité statistique pour chaque 
province et territoire. Les données pour chaque 


for each provincial and territorial government are 
consolidated with those of their respective local 
governments. This consolidation eliminates the 
variations among provinces and territories in the 
assignment of responsibilities to their respective 
local governments. Such variations reduce 
compa-rability when statistics for either level are 
considered separately. Finally, all provincial/ 
territorial/local statistics are consolidated with 
federal data to produce a single set of statistics for 
all governments in Canada. 


In the government enterprise universe, 
consolidation is less widespread. Generally, it is 
restricted to a parent company and its subsidiaries. 
Statistics are produced for each level of 
government, with separate statistical series for 
major divisions within the standard industrial 
classification system. 


2.3 The Classification Framework Used in 
FMS 


FMS uses a standardized classification frame- 
work for revenues, expenditures and assets and 
liabilities. 


In the government enterprise universe, these 
terms follow ciassifications of the enterprise 
concerned as well as recommendations for profit- 
oriented businesses from the Canadian Institute of 
Chartered Accountants. 


In the general government universe, revenue is 
classified by source - either as revenues which a 
government collets itself or as revenues transferred 
from other governments. 


Money collected by a government from its own 
sources is further classified by origin: 


- from taxes (including levies for health and 
social insurance); 

- from natural resources; 

- from privileges, licences and permits; 

- from sales; 

- from investments. 


Revenues arising from transfers from other 
governments are further classified by transferor 
and then by purpose into general or specific. In all 
cases, the principal components of each main 
classification are identified. 
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administration provinciale ou territoriale sont ensuite 
regroupees avec celles de leurs administrations 
locales respectives. Cette consolidation permet 
d'eliminer les variations qui existent entre les 
provinces et les territoires lorsqu’il s’agit de repartir 
les responsabilites entre leurs administrations locales 
respectives. Ces variations réduisent la comparabilite 
lorsque les statistiques pour un niveau donne sont 
considérees separement. Enfin, toutes les statistiques 
provinciales, territoriales et locales sont consolidees 
avec les donnees federales pour produire une seule 
série de statistiques pour l'ensemble des adminis- 
trations publiques du Canada. 


Dans l’univers des entreprises publiques, la 
consolidation est moins repandue. De facon generale, 
elle se limite a une société mere et a ses fillales. Les 
Statistiques sont produites pour chaque ordre 
d’administration, avec des series statistiques 
distinctes pour les grandes divisions du systeme de 
classification des activites economiques. 


2.3. Cadre de classification utilisé dans le SGF 


Le SGF utilise un cadre normalise de 
classification pour les recettes, les dépenses ainsi 
que pour I’actif et le passif. 


Dans l’univers des entreprises publiques, ces 
termes respectent la classification ainsi que les 
recommandations de l'Institut Canadien des 
Comptables Agréés concernant les entreprises a but 
lucratif. 


Dans l’univers des admnistrations publiques, les 
recettes sont classées selon la source: il peut s’agir 
de recettes qu’une administration recueille elle- 
méme ou de recettes quelle recoit d'autres 
administrations publiques sous forme de transferts. 


Les recettes qu’une administration publique tire 
de ses sources propres sont ensuite classées selon 
la provenance: 


— imposition (y compris les impots préleves pour 
l’'assurance-maladie et l’assurance sociale); 

- ressources riaturelles; 

- privileges, licences et permis; 

— ventes; 

- placements. 


Les recettes provenant d’autres administrations 
publiques sous forme de transferts sont ensuite 
classées selon la provenance et l’objectif (général ou 
particulier). Dans tous les cas, les principales 
composantes de chaque Classification majeure sont 
definies. 


Expenditures are classified by function, either 
the purpose of the expenditure or the service it 
provides. Eighteen such functions are identified, 
most of which include a number of sub-functions. 


Assets and liabilities are classified according to 
standard accounting practices, but only financial 
assets and liabilities are identified, since all 
expenditures, including purchases of fixed assets, 
are deemed to be current. Sub-classifications of 
both assets and liabilities highlight relationships 
between governments. 


2.4 Accounting Procedures 


Generally speaking, FMS statistics for the 
general government universe are produced 
according to the modified cash system of 
accounting which records transactions when the 
monies are received or spent. At the end of the 
accounting period, however, major transactions 
which have been completed (except for the receipt 
on disbursement of money) are accrued as 
receivables or payables. In addition, all transactions 
are deemed to be current. 


In the government enterprise universe, FMS 
follows generally accepted accounting principles for 
profit-oriented businesses established by the 
Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants. 


3.0 Government Enterprises in the Financial 
Management System 


This publication contains data in respect of that 
part of the provincial/territorial government universe 
which is defined as government enterprises. 


Government enterprises are agencies engaged 
primarily in operations of a commercial or industrial 
nature, which either compete actively with similar 
operations in the private sector or monopolize 
activities that would otherwise be carried out in the 
private sector. 


These activities are usually carried out by a 
Crown corporation or special agency with specific 
powers and subject to varying degrees of financial 
control by the government, and of public 
accountability. The publication covers the pro- 
vincial and territorial enterprises listed on page 24. 
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Les dépenses sont classees selon la fonction. soit 
l'objectif de la dépense ou les services auxquels elles 
sont affectées. On compte 18 fonctions dont la 
plupart comportent un certain nombre de sous- 
fonctions. 


L’actif et le passif sont classes selon les 
methodes comptables courantes, mais seuls |’actif 
financier et le passif sont indiques, étant donne que 
toutes les dépenses, y compris l’achat d’immobili- 
sations, sont courantes. Les sous-classifications de 
actif et du passif soulignent les rapports qui existent 
entre les différentes administrations publiques. 


2.4 Methodes comptables 


De facon générale, les statistiques du SGF pour 
univers des administrations publiques sont produites 
selon le systeme de comptabilite de caisse modifiee, 
qui consiste a inscrire les transactions au moment 
des entrées et des sorties de fonds. Cependant, a la 
fin de la période comptable, les transactions majeures 
qui ont été conclues (& l’exception des entrées ou 
des sorties de fonds) sont inscrites commes des 
comptes a recevoir ou des comptes a payer. De plus, 
toutes les transactions sont considerees comme 
courantes. 


Dans l’univers des entreprises publiques, le SGF 
suit généralement les méthodes comptables 
généralement reconnues pour les entreprises a but 
lucratif, @établies par l'Institut Canadien des 
Comptables Agrees. 


3.0 Les entreprises publiques et le systeme de 
la gestion financiere 


La présente publication contient des données 
relatives au secteur de |’administration provinciale/ 
territoriale désigné par l’expression “entreprises 
publiques”. 


Le systeme a pour but de présenter des données 
sur les entreprises publiques dont |’activite principale 
est l’exploitation de services commerciaux Ou 
industriels qui font concurrence a des établissements 
semblables du secteur privé ou monopolisent des 
activités qui, autrement, seraient exploitees par le 
secteur prive. 


Ces activités sont généraiement la responsabilité 
d’une société d’Etat ou d’un organisme spécial dote 
de pouvoirs particuliers, soumis, a des degrés divers, 
a un contréle financier de la part de |’administration 
publique et devant rendre des comptes a la 
population. Cette publication vise les entreprises des 
provinces et territoires 6numerées a la page 24. 


A government enterprise was previously 
defined as a corporation or a government agency 
displaying the following characteristics: 


- it must be more than 50% owned by 
government; 

- the management of its affairs must be relatively 
autonomous; 


- its primary role must be to provide goods or 
services to other than government; 

- the prices it sets for these goods or services 
must reflect the costs of providing them; 

- the acquisition by consumers of the goods or 
services must be voluntary. 


The system of Government Financial 
Management Statistics, Catalogue 68-507E, 
March 1984 now defines an enterprise as any 
entity separated from but owned by government 
which sells goods and/or services primarily on the 
open market and whose principal revenues derive 
from these sales and/or other of its own sources 
meeting the following criteria: 


Separate existence. Prima facie evidence of a 
separate physical existence is, at least, a separate 
set of accounts. 


Ownership. More than 50% of the rights of 
proprietorship of an entity must be vested in one or 
more governments and/or government enterprises. 
Proprietorship rights are determined on the basis of 
holdings of voting stock for incorporated entities. 
The extent of government ownership is determined 
from the provisions of the statute or other 
instrument under which it is created or acquired for 
unincorporated entities. 


The entity must have effective if not legal 
control of all assets required for its operations. 


Open market. Government enterprises must 
provide goods and/or services to the general public 
and/or businesses. Those to whom the good or 
service is offered are free to acquire or reject it. 


Principal revenues. Over a three to five-year 
period, the revenue derived by an entity from its 
own sources, such as, sales, interest income, 
rentals, licenses, permits, other fees, etc., must 
exceed that received in the form of subsidies or 
other sustaining transfers. (General subsidies 
provided to both public and private enterprises are 
excluded in applying the criterion.) 


Auparavant, une entreprise publique était définie 
comme étant une société ou un organisme public qui 
possedait les caractéristiques suivantes: 


- plus de 50% de ses droits de propriété étaient 
detenus par une administration publique; 

- la gestion de ses affaires était relativement 
autonome; 

- son objectif premier etait de fournir des biens ou 
des services a l’extérieur de |l’adminisiration 
publique; 

- le prix de ses biens ou services était fixé en 
fonction des couts; 

- acquisition des biens ou des services par les 
consommateurs était volontaire. 


Le systeme statistique de gestion des 
finances publiques du Canada, n° 68-507F au 
catalogue mars 1984, definit maintenant une 
entreprise comme etant tout organisme qui appartient 
a une administration publique tout en ayant une 
existence distincte, qui vend des biens ou des ser- 
vices essentiellement sur le marché libre et dont les 
principales recettes proviennent de ces ventes ou 
d’autres sources propres et qui répond aux criteres 
ci-dessous: 


Existence propre. Un ensemble de comptes distincts 
constitue, du moins a premiére vue, un indice qu’un 
organisme possede une existence propre. 


Propriété. Plus de 50% des droits de propriété d’une 
entite doivent étre détenus par une ou plusieurs 
administrations publiques et/ou par une ou plusieurs 
entreprises publiques. La participation des proprie- 
taires est determinée par la part du capital-actions 
avec droit de vote que possede chaque propriétaire 
dans le cas des entreprises constituees en societe. 
La part de l’administration publique dans |’entreprise 
est détermineée conformement aux dispositions de 
l’acte en vertu duquel |’entreprise a ete constituee ou 
acquise dans le cas des entites non constituees en 
societe. 

ll faut que lentitée ait la direction effective, sinon 
juridique, de tous les biens nécessaires a ses 
activites. 


Marche libre. Les entreprises publiques doivent 
fournir des biens ou des services au grand public ou 
au secteur commercial. Ceux a qui les biens ou les 
services sont offerts sont libres de se les procurer ou 
de les refuser. 


Principales recettes. Sur une période de trois a cing 
ans, les recettes d’une entite qui proviennent de ses 
propres sources, a savoir les ventes, les intéréts, le 
revenu de location, les sommes recues pour des 
licences ou des permis, d’autres droits, etc., doivent 
depasser le total des subventions et des autres 
apports d’appoint. (Le critere ne vise pas les 
subventions offertes a la fois aux entreprises 
publiques et aux entreprises privées.) 


Crown corporations not satisfying the above- 
mentioned criteria are classified as special funds or 
treated as extensions of a government department 
and therefore consolidated with the parent 
government. 


Government enterprises may be established 
under the authority of a special statute by a single 
government, or jointly by two or more 
governments, or in accordance with existing laws 
governing incorporation. They may also be 
established by takeover, expropriation or purchase 
of shares in a private corporation by a government. 


4.0 Comparability with Other Statistical 
Frameworks 


In the second statistical system, the Canadian 
System of National Accounts (SNA), enterprises 
are classified in the corporate and government 
business sector as their activities are conducted on 
an essentially commercial basis where the 
operation is designed to be self-sustaining and 
where a price is set for the goods and services 
which is calculated to cover costs. The 
transactions of both financial and non-financial 
corporations are covered. As government business 
enterprises act in a quasi-administrative capacity 
to promote government policy objectives, they may 
be less strongly oriented toward profit maximization 
than their counterparts in the private sector. 


While there are differences at the federal level 
in the components of the government enterprise 
universe between the two statistical systems, the 
two systems are identical at the provincial level. 


The Financial Management System does not 
provide the distinct breakdown between non- 
financial (Sector IV) and financial enterprises 
(Sector IX) as published by Financial Flows in their 
Catalogue 13-002, Financial Flows, quarterlies in 
Canada totals and Catalogue 13-563, Financial 
Flows, Occasional, 1961-1967. 


Other differences apart from universe exist in 
concept and timing between the two statistical 
systems: 


Not all enterprises have fiscal quarter ends 
coinciding with the calendar quarter end used by 
National Accounts. The FMS accounts identify all 
financial transactions of governments with their 
enterprises, while the System of National Accounts 
groups these transactions as claims on government 
enterprises. 


Les sociétés de la Couronne qui ne satisfont pas 
aux criteres mentionnés ci-dessus sont considerées 
comme des fonds spéciaux ou bien des prolon- 
gements de ministeres et, par consequent, comme 
étant rattachées a |l’administration publique mere. 


Les entreprises publiques peuvent é€tre creées 
aux termes d’un statut spécial par une seule 
administration publique ou conjointement par deux ou 
plusieurs administrations publiques, ou bien 
conformément aux lois existantes regissant la 
constitution. Elles peuvent étre etablies par 
l'absorption, l’expropriation ou l’achat d’actions d’une 
société par une administration publique. 


4.0 Comparaison avec d’autres cadres Statis- 
tiques 


Dans le deuxieéme systeme statistique, le Systeme 
canadien de comptabilité nationale (SCCN), les 
entreprises sont classées dans le secteur des 
sociétés et des entreprises commerciales publiques si 
leurs activités sont essentiellement commerciales, 
qu’elles s’autofinancent et qu’elles fixent un prix pour 
leurs produits et services en fonction des couts. Les 
activités des sociétés financieres et non financieres 
sont également visées. Comme les entreprises 
commerciales publiques sont dotées d’un pouvoir 
quasi-administratif lorsqu’il s’agit de promouvoir les 
objectifs des politiques du gouvernement, elles ont 
peut-étre moins tendance que leurs homologues du 
secteur privé a viser a maximiser leurs profits. 


Méme si les deux systemes statistiques 
comportent des differences au niveau federal quant 
aux composantes de l’univers des entreprises 
publiques, ils sont identiques au niveau provincial. 


Dans le systeme de gestion financiére, 
contrairement aux Comptes des flux financiers, pour 
l'ensemble du Canada, publication trimestrielle n° 
13-002 au catalogue et publication hors-série, n° 
13-563 au catalogue, 1961-1967, il n’existe pas de 
distinction entre les entreprises non financieres 
(secteur IV) et les entreprises financieres (secteur IX). 


Outre lunivers, les deux systemes statistiques 
different également du point de vue des concepts et 
de |’actualité: 


Toutes les entreprises ne choisissent pas de 
terminer leurs trimestres financiers en meme temps 
que les trimestres civils adoptés dans les Comptes 
nationaux. Dans le SGF, on distingue toutes les 
transactions financiéres des administrations publiques 
avec leurs entreprises alors que dans le systeme des 
Comptes nationaux, on regroupe toutes ces 
transactions, qui doivent étre déclarées par les 
entreprises publiques. 


The System of National Accounts (SNA) adopts 
the accrual method of accounting rather than the 
accrual and/or modified cash system used by the 
FMS. 


The FMS and SNA differ in their treatment of 
the profits of the liquor authorities. Under the FMS, 
all profits including dividends paid by enterprises to 
their parent governments are classified as 
revenues of these governments, while unremitted 
profits are added to the surpluses of the 
enterprises. In the NIEA, however, the remitted 
profits of liquor authorities are classified as indirect 
tax revenue of their parent governments. 


5.0 Coverage, Sources and Methods 


Data are drawn from the published annual 
reports of the enterprises and the public accounts 
of the provinces and territories. In addition, some 
further information has been obtained from 
company and government officials whose co- 
Operation is greatfully acknowledged. 


In order to facilitate comparison with similar 
industries of the private sector, government 
enterprises are classified by their principal activities 
and grouped by industry division according to the 
Standard Industrial Classification, 1980 
(Catalogue 12-501E) manual. 


6.0 Caveat 


The Caisse de dépdt et placement du Québec 
was established in 1965 to administer the assets of 
the Quebec Pension Plan. Since then, the Caisse 
de depot was given the responsibility to administer 
the funds of various government pension plans, 
and public insurance plans. The Caisse has a clear 
mandate to invest, protect and insure the growth of 
the assets of these funds. 


The Caisse is administered into two divisions: 
the general fund and the specialized funds. The 
general fund, whose major depositors are the 
Québec Pension Plan and the Québec Automobile 
Insurance Board, is considered since 1966 as a 
government business enterprise for both the FMS 
and the SNA. The specialized funds which 
appeared a few years later have never been 
considered as an integral part of the Caisse de 
depot for the purpose of our statistics. Since the 
Caisse de dépdt administers the funds in the same 
manner and exercises effective control over all 
funds, it was decided that the Caisse de depot in 
its entirety be treated as a government business 
enterprise in the FMS. 
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Dans le systeme de comptabilité nationale (SCN), 
on adopte la comptabilite d’exercice et non la 
comptabilité de caisse ou la comptabilité de caisse 
modifiee, comme dans le SGF. 


Les profits des sociétés des alcools sont déclarés 
differemment dans le SGF et le SCN. D’aprés le 
SGF, tous les profits, y compris les dividendes versés 
par les entreprises a leurs administrations publiques 
meres, sont classées comme les recettes de ces 
dernieres, alors que les bénéfices non versees sont 
ajoutées a l’excédent des entreprises. Dans les CNRD, 
toutefois, les béenéfices versés par les sociétés des 
alcools sont considérés comme des recettes 
provenant des impdts indirects de leurs 
administrations publiques meres. 


5.0 Univers observé, sources et méthodes 


Les données sont tirées des rapports annuels que 
publient les entreprises et des comptes publics des 
provinces et territoires. De plus, des agents d’entre- 
prises et d’administrations, dont la collaboration a été 
des plus précieuses, ont fait parvenir des renseigne- 
ments complementaires. 


Pour faciliter les comparaisons avec les industries 
semblables du secteur privé, nous avons classé les 
entreprises publiques d’apres leur principale activité 
et nous les avons groupees par divisions d’industries 
selon la Classification type des industries, 1980 
(n° 12-501F au catalogue). 


6.0 Mise en garde 


La Caisse de dépot et de placement du Québec a 
ete creeée en 1965 pour administrer les fonds qui 
proviennent de la Regie des rentes du Québec. Au fil 
des annees, la Caisse de depot s’est vu confiée 
d’autres fonds provenant de divers régimes de 
pension et d’assurance publics. La Caisse de depot a 
le mandat d’investir, de proteger et d’assurer la 
croissance du Capita! qui lui est confie. 


La Caisse de depdt comprend deux divisions, a 
savoir: le fonds général et les fonds particuliers. Le 
fonds general dont les avoirs proviennent majori- 
tairement de la Régie des rentes du Québec et de la 
Régie de l’assurance automobile du Québec est 
considére depuis 1966 comme entreprise commer- 
ciale publique dans le SGF et le SCN. Les fonds 
particuliers qui sont apparus plus tard n’ont jamais été 
considerés comme partie intégrale de la Caisse de 
dépot dans nos statistiques. Considérant que tous les 
fonds confiés a la Caisse de dépét sont gérés de la 
meme facon et qu’elle exerce un contrdle effectif sur 
tous les fonds, il a ete decide que la Caisse de dépdt 
dans son entier soit considérée comme entreprise 
commerciale publique dans le SGF. 


The 1984 financial statistics for both revenue 
and expense and assets and liabilities have been 
amended for comparability for the purpose of the 
"Review of the year". Liabilities of provincial 
government business enterprises as shown in Text 
Table Ill have been amended to 1980. 


7.0 Review of the Year 1985 


7.1 Net Income 


Net income after income tax of provincial 
government business enterprises increased by 
$371 million or 16% to reach $2,711 million in 
1985. 


Of the total net profit of $2,711 million, $2,131 
million was earned by provincial liquor 
commissions, and $595 million by electric power 
commissions. Profits of $801 million and $24 
million were also recorded by enterprises engaged 
in Service Industries and Communication. 


The following industries reported losses: “Finance, 
Insurance and Real Estates" $637 million; "Mines, 
Quarries and Oil Wells" $195 million and 
“Manufacturing” $186 million. 
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Les statistiques financiéres de 1984 sur les 
revenus, les dépenses, l'actif et le passif ont ete 
révisées pour les fins de la “Revue de l’annee".

7.0 Revue de l’annee 1985 


7.1 Beénefice Net 

Le bénéfice net aprés impots sur le revenu des 
entreprises commerciales publiques provinciales a 
augmenté de $371 millions (16%) pour s’éetablir a 
$2,711 millions en 1985. 


Quant au bénéfice net total de $2,711 millions, 
$2,131 millions sont alles aux regies des alcools et 
$595 millions aux commissions d’énergie électrique. 
Les bénéfices des entreprises du secteur des 
services et des communications ont respectivement 
été de $801 millions et de $24 millions. 


Les industries suivantes ont enregistre des pertes: 
"finances, assurances et affaires immobilieres", $637 
millions; “mines, carrieres et puits de petrole", $195 
millions; “industries manufacturieres", $186 millions. 
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7.2 Income 

Total income of provincial government business 
enterprises increased by $1,562 million or 5% to 
reach $35,536 million in 1985. Income from the 
sales of goods and services contributed the largest 
share (85%) of the total revenue. As loan and 
investment portfolio continues to expand, 
investment income reached $4,669 million, up 
14% from the year before. 


Of the total income of $30,290 million derived 
from the sales of goods and services, $13,470 
million or 44% was earned by electric power 
utilities and $5,749 million or 19% was earned by 
liquor boards. Of the total investment income of 
$4,669 million, $3,938 million or 84% was earned 
by enterprises engaged in Finance, Insurance and 
Real Estate while $459 million or 10% Went to 
electric power utilities. 


7.3 Expense 


Total expense reached a total of $32,802 
million in 1985, up $1,211 million, or 4%, from last 
year. The cost of sales, interest outlays, 
depreciation and other expenses increased 
appreciably. 


7.2 Revenus 


En 1985, le revenu total des entreprises 
commerciales publiques provinciales a augmenté de 
$1,562 millions (5%) pour s’établir a $35,536 
millions. Les recettes provenant de la vente de biens 
et services representaient environ 85°% du revenu 
total. La croissance du portefeuille explique en grande 
partie l’augmentation de 14% des revenus de 
placements de $4,669 millions. 


Sur un revenu total de $30,290 millions provenant 
de la vente des biens et services, $13,470 millions, 
soit 44%, sont allés aux services d’électricité, et 
$5,749 millions (19%), aux régies des alcools. Quant 
aux revenus de placement, s’élevant au total a 
$4,669 millions, $3,938 millions, soit 84%, sont 
destinés aux entreprises du secteur des finances, des 
assurances et des affaires immobilieres, et $459 
millions (10%), aux services d’électricite. 


7.3 Depenses 


Les depenses des entreprises commerciales 
publiques provinciales ont atteint un niveau de 
$32,802 millions au cours de 1985, soit une 
augmentation de $1,211 millions (4%) par rapport a 
l'année précédente. Les couts de vente, le service de 
la dette, les provisions d’ammortissement et les 
autres déepenses ont enregistre de fortes hausses.

“Salaries and wages" and "material and other 
purchases" accounted for $4,352 million and 
$14,473 million respectively or 13% and 44% of 
total expenses. Debt charges of $10,116 million 
and depreciation and depletion provision of $2,266 
million accounted for 31% and 7% respectively of 
the outlays. 


Increased borrowings and the reduction of 
$315 million of interest being capitalized in the 
previous year are responsible for the increase of 
$1,316 million in debt charges. The amount 
claimed as interest expenses excludes $1,535 
million capitalized during the construction of 
facilities for enterprises engaged in Transportation, 
Communication and other public-utility type of 
activities and includes $4,486 million paid either to 
governments or to government enterprises. Electric 
power utilities, which owed 58% of total enterprise 
debt outstanding, paid $5,508 million or 54% of 
total debt charges. 


Other expenses totaled $1,595 million, a drop 
of $383 million over the previous year. Industries 
responsible for the main changes were: 


@ Mining, Quarries and Oil Wells with a decrease 
of $589 million, mainly due to the ceasing of 
operations of Normines Inc. (see p. 44), which 
brought about an extraordinary write-off of 
fixed assets and closing costs of $609 million 
in 1984. 


@ Electric power utilities reported an increase of 
$204 million, mainly due to an increase of 
$142 million in the amortization of unrealized 
foreign exchange losses on long term debt. 


e Finance, Insurance and Real Estate indicated a 
decrease of $129 million due to the lower 
provision for potential losses. 


7.4 Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


Total assets stood at $140,569 million at the 
end of 1985, an increase of $7,446 million or 6% 
over the corresponding figure of 1984. This 
expansion on the assets side was balanced by 
increases of $7,127 million or 6% of liabilities 
($122,189 million) and $319 million or 2% in net 
worth ($18,380 million). 
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Le "cout des salaires et traitements” et des 
"matériaux et autres achats" se sont établis a $4,352 
millions et $14,473 millions respectivement soit 13% 
et 44% de toutes les dépenses.

1984. 


e Les services publics d’électricité ont enregistre 
une hausse de $204 millions, résultat d’une 
augmentation de $142 millions de 
l’amortissement des pertes de change non 
réalisées de la dette a long terme. 


e tLe secteur des "finances, assurances et affaires 
immobiligres" a enregistré une diminution de 
$129 millions résultant d’une baisse des 
provisions pour certaines pertes anticipees. 


7.4 <Actif, passif et avoir net 


A la fin de 1985, la valeur totale de l’actif des 
entreprises commerciales publiques provinciales s’est 
chiffrée a $140,569 millions, une progression de 
$7,446 millions ou 6%. Cependant, cette augmen- 
tation de l’actif s’est trouvee equilibrer par une 
hausse de $7,127 millions (6%) du passif et une 
hausse de $319 millions (2%) de la valeur nette. Le 
passif et la valeur nette atteignaient respectivement 
$122,189 millions et $18,380 millions a la fin de 
1985.

Assets 


Of total fixed assets of provincial government 
enterprises valued at $86,861 million at the end of 
1985, those of electric power utilities accounted for 
$69,550 million or 80%. Of a total annual increase 
of $3,208 million, $3,500 million pertained to 
electric power, $374 million to Transportation, and 
$201 million to Finances, Insurances and Real 
Estate industry. Fixed assets of the Gas 
Distribution industry decreased by $940 million due 
to the privatization of Gaz Metropolitain and Gaz 
Inter-cite Québec Inc. 


The investment portfolio of provincial govern- 
ment enterprises increased by $2,791 million to 
reach $31,357 million. Investments in government 
and government enterprise treasury bills, bonds 
and stock amounted to $18,074 million or 58% of 


ihe. 


Actif 


A la fin de 1985, les services d’électricité 
comptaient ($69,550 millions) pour 80% des immo- 
bilisations des entreprises publiques provinciales 
($86,861 millions).

Of the total loans outstanding ($4,294 million) 
at the end of 1985, $2,884 million was lent to 
private businesses and $739 million to 
governments and their enterprises. The group 
“Finance, Insurance and Real Estate" is 
responsible for the larger portion of the lending. 


Liabilities and Sources of Funds 


Liabilities of provincial government business 
enterprises (PGBE’s) reached a total of $122,189 
million in fiscal 1985, up $7,127 million, or 6%, 
from the previous year. Since 1984 most provincial 
government business enterprises implemented the 
recommendation of the Canadian Institute of 
Chartered Accountants regarding foreign currency 
translation. Long term debt, which was formerly 
converted at rates in effect “at date of borrowing” 
is now converted at rates in effect “at the balance 
sheet date”. 


Sources of Funds 


The provincial government business enter- 
prises sell their securities through direct placement 
with official sources (governments and government 
enterprises) and in the private sector (markets 
where securities are offered to investors through 
public offerings, etc.). See Text Table Ill and chart

Borrowings from the private sector provide the 
largest portion of the funds required by the 
PGBE’s. These borrowings (which consist of 
bonds, notes, bank loans, etc.) reached a level of 
$61,836 million at December 1985, up $3,911 
million or 7%, from last year. 


In addition, it is important to note that cash 
requirements of PGBE’s met by the private sector, 
is not limited to the $61,836 million above, 
because some of the borrowings by provincial 
governments on behalf of PGBE, shown in Text 
Table Ill, was also met by private market 
borrowings. 


Borrowing from government and government 
business enterprises also constituted a major 
portion of the liabilities of the PGBE’s. During fiscal 
1985, these financial resources were increased by 
$2,736 million bringing the total to $46,605 million.

Net Worth 


The total net worth of $18,380 million of 
provincial government enterprises was made up of 
$7,301 million in capital stock and $11,079 million 
in surplus. Appropriated surplus of $5,445 million 
was maintained mostly by electrical utilities for 
contingencies and rate stabilization, the acquisition 
of capital assets, insurance, debt retirement, and 
sinking fund. 


The balance in unappropriated surplus reached 
$1,422 million during the year. Credits include net 
profits of $2,711 million, liquor revenue other than 
profits of $95 million and contributions of $668 
million including $662 million from parent 
governments. Net transfers of $565 million were 
made to appropriated surplus and amounts totalling 
$3,176 million were remitted to provincial 
governments.

Western Canada Lottery Foundation 


Previously, the financial data of these provincial 
government enterprises were shown under the 
category "Other". Effective April 1, 1982, the 
operating results are allocated to member 
provinces on the basis of the number of tickets 
sold within the province. 


Charlottetown Area Development Corporation 
Summerside Waterfront Development 
Corporation 


These enterprises operate commercial real 
estate and tourist facilities. Effective April 1, 1985, 
these enterprises are considered as provincial 
government enterprises. 


Societe des établissements de plein air du 
Québec 


This Corporation was enacted on December 
21, 1984 under the Act to incorporate the Société 
des etablissements de plein air du Québec. This 
entity is responsible for the operation of 
recreational or tourist sites and recreational and 
tourist facilities. 


Gaz Métropolitain Inc. 


The shareholding of the Caisse de dépot et de 
placement du Quebec and of SOQUIP in the voting 
rights of Gaz Métropolitain decreased to 49.7% at 
the end of December, 1984. Since January 1985, 
Gaz Metropolitain is now part of the private sector. 


Gaz Inter-cité Québec Inc. 


On May 7, 1985, SOQUIP and the Caisse de 
depot sold their 51% shareholding of Gaz Inter- 
cité Québec Inc. to Gaz Métropolitain Inc. 


James Bay Development Corporation

Societe de développement de la Baie James 


En juillet 1971, le gouvernement du Québec a 
cree la Société de développement de la Baie James 
pour entreprendre la mise en valeur des ressources 
naturelles du nord-ouest quebécois. 


By agreement with the James Bay Energy 
Corporation (a subsidiary of Hydro-Quebec), the 
James Bay Development Corporation agreed to 
plan and construct all infrastructure required to 
develop the hydro-electric resources of the 
territory. Ninety-nine per cent of the cost of 
planning and construction and all maintenance and 
operating expenses are to be borne by the James 
Bay Energy Corporation as long as it remains the 
sole user. Although the infrastructure remains the 
exclusive property of the James Bay Development 
Corporation, the value of the contribution by James 
Bay Energy Corporation is included as fixed assets 
of the Hydro-Quebec consolidated balance sheet. 


Régie des installations olympiques 


This corporation was enacted on November 20, 
1975 under the Act to incorporate the Regie des 
installations olympiques to build, equip and operate 
the olympic installations. 


The Fonds Spécial Olympique was created in 
1976 to collect the special tax on tobacco and the 
net receipts reserved to Quebec from Loto Canada. 
The fund is used for loan reimbursements, interest 
payments and the costs of olympic installations 
completion. The fund has been consolidated with 
the financial statements of the Regie. 


Sidbec Normines Inc (SNI) 


This new company was established by Sidbec 
(50.1%) as a joint venture with British Steel 
Corporation (41.7%) and Quebec Mining (8.2%). 
Sidbec Normines is responsible for the mining of 
iron ore at the Fire Lake mine and the operation of 
iron ore pelletizing plant at Port-Cartier. 


In October 1984, considering the severe 
economic crisis facing the iron ore industry of the 
North Shore of the province of Quebec, SNI, its 
shareholders, pellet buyers and the Government of 
Quebec decided that SNI cease its mining 
operations in December, 1984. SNI will have to 
bear the costs of closing as stated in the format 
agreement. 


SNi leased its installations at Port Cartier to 
Quebec Cartier Mining Company (QCMC) for a 
period of 15 years. The shareholders of SN! have 
agreed to all transactions and commitments and 
are committed to pay or reimburse all costs, 
compensation, residual costs and contingent costs 
related to the permanent closing of the iron ore 
pelletizing plant including the principal and interest 
of the debenture debt. 
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La Société de développement de la Baie James a 
conclu une entente avec la Société d’energie de la 
Baie James (filiale de |’Hydro-Québec) pour planifier 
et construire toute linfrastructure necessaire a la 
mise en valeur des ressources du territoire.

Régie des installations olympiques 


Cette société fut constituée le 20 novembre 1975 
en vertu de la Loi constituant la Regie des 
installations olympiques pour construire, amenager et 
exploiter les installations olympiques. 


Le Fonds Spécial Olympique fut établi en 1976 en 
vue de percevoir la taxe spéciale sur les tabacs et les 
recettes nettes de Loto Canada destinées au Quebec. 
Le fonds et les revenus qu’il produit sont affectes 
exclusivement au remboursement des emprunts et 
paiement des intéréts de la Régie ainsi qu’aux couts 
de parachéevement des installations olympiques.

Sidbec Normines Inc. (SNI) 


Cette nouvelle société a été établie par Sidbec 
(50.1%) en coparticipation avec British Steel 
Corporation (41.7%) et la Compagnie miniere Quebec 
Cartier (8.2%). Sidbec Normines a la responsabilite 
d’exploiter la mine de fer de Fire Lake et l’usine de 
bouletage en construction a Port-Cartier.

Inc. 


La Société québécoise des transports 


This company was incorporated under the "Loi 
sur la Societe québécoise des transports" on June 
22, 1983. The company is responsible for favoring 
the implementation, modernization, expansion, 
development, consolidation or regrouping of 
companies engaged in the transportation industry 
to satisfy the commercial and industrial interests of 
the province. The consolidated financial statements 
include the accounts of the company and its wholly 
owned subsidiary 1848-7199 Québec Inc., and its 
subsidiary Québecair.

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APPENDIX 


For purpose of interpreting this report, the 
following definition (or explanation) of certain 
income, expense, assets, liability and net worth 
items are provided. 


Income 


The income of government enterprises is 
Classified into “sales of goods and services", 
"investment income", “subsidies” and “other 
income". Amounts collected by enterprises on 
behalf of their parent governments, e.g., provincial 
liquor licences and permits collected by liquor 
authorities, are excluded from enterprise income. 


Sales of goods and services. These are reported 
net of rebates and discounts. Significant amounts 
of total sales made to an individual customer or 
group of customers, e.g., from a provincial power 
corporation to its municipally-owned distributors, 
are separately identified wherever possible. 


Investment income. This category comprises 
three sub-classifications: interest, rentals and 
other investment income. Interest, in turn, is 
classified by origin: governments, government 
enterprises and other sources. Amounts classified 
to the first two of these captions are further 
identified by level of government. The sub- 
classification "rentals" is self-explanatory while 
“other investment income" includes such items as 
dividends and profits on foreign exchange 
operations. 


Subsidies. Included under this heading are 
contributions from governments toward current 
costs of production to encourage certain types of 
production, to assist producers in areas of special 
difficulty, to protect producers against declines in 
the prices of their products or to support socially 
desirable activities. Contributions are identified by 
level of government. Payments in respect of 
losses are recorded in the Statement of 
Unappropriated Surplus. 


Other income. This comprises all income not 
otherwise specified.

Revenus de placements. Ce poste comprend trois 
rubriques: les intéréts, les loyers et autres revenus de 
placements. A leur tour, les intéréts sont classes 
selon leur provenance: administrations publiques, 
entreprises publiques et autres sources; dans les 
deux premiers cas, il existe une ventilation 
supplementaire selon le palier d’administration 
publique. Le poste “loyers" se passe d’explications, 
tandis que celui des “autres revenus de placements" 
comprend notamment les dividendes et les gains des 
operations en devises etrangeres. 


Subvention. On classe ici les contributions des

Expense 


Government enterprise expense comprises six 
principal categories: “salaries and wages’, 
“materials and other purchases", “debt charges”, 
“grants in lieu of taxes", “depreciation” and “other 
expenses". 


Salaries and wages. This category includes total 
renumeration to employees for services rendered. 


Materials and other purchases. Significant 
amounts of purchases from a single suppliers, e.g., 
by a municipal electric utility from a provincial 
power corporation, are reported separately where 
indentifiable. 


Debt charges. This heading includes interest and 
other debt charges. Interest expense Is identified in 
terms of the payees - governments, government 
enterprises and others. The first two categories are 
sub-divided by level of government. Other debt 
charges are comprised of amortization of bond 
discount and bond issue and redemption expenses. 


Grants in lieu of taxes. These consist of 
transfers, mostly to local governments, that 
government enterprises make instead of paying 
property taxes. 


Provision for depreciation and depletion. The 
amount reported by the enterprise, regardless of 
the method of computation, is recorded under this 
category. 


Other expense. This is a residual category 
including allowances for doubtful accounts, losses 
on foreign exchange transactions and other 
expenses not classified elsewhere. 


Income tax. Federal corporation income tax (but 
not provincial) is payable by federal “proprietary” 
corporations; these are identified in Section D of 
the Financial Administration Act. All other federal, 
provincial and local enterprises (except subsidiaries 
of such enterprises) are exempt from federal and 
provincial corporation income taxes unless they are 
less than 90% owned by the Crown. Subsidiaries 
are only exempt if they are owned 100% by 
enterprises which are themselves exempt. 


Unappropriated Surplus 
The statement of unappropriated surplus 


summarizes those transactions which take place in 
the accounting period under review and which,

Assets, Liabilities and Net Worth 


The balance sheet classifications used for 
government enterprise statistics follow closely 
those developed for general government statistics, 
with the modifications required to accommodate 
those transactions of a business nature which are 
peculiar to government enterprises. 


On the asset side, the following additions have 
been made: 


Cash with provincial governments. This sub- 
heading of the classification "Cash on hand and on 
deposit" is used to accommodate the practice of 
certain provinces which require their enterprises to 
deposit funds surplus to immediate requirements 
with the provincial treasury rather than in banks or 
other financial institutions. 


Accrued revenue and prepaid expenses. This 
category, particular to business enterprises, is not 
normally encountered in the activities of 
government. No special description is needed, 
however, since it is self-explanatory. 


Inventories. The valuation set by the enterprise is 
used. 


The items added on the liability side are as 
follows: 


Savings deposits. Liabilities to depositors of 
provincial financial institutions, such as the 
Province of Ontario Savings Office and the 
Treasury Branches Deposits Fund of Alberta, are 
identified under this caption. 


Accrued expenses and deferred credits. This is 
self-explanatory and is the counterpart of 
“accrued revenue and prepaid expenses" on the 
assets side of the balance sheet. 


Minority interest. Under this caption are recorded 
amounts so reported by enterprises which 
consolidate in their financial statement the activities 
of subsidiaries which they do not own in their 
entirety. 


The statement of net worth identifies the capital 
stock and surplus of enterprises.

The nature and 
determination of “unappropriated surplus" is 
described in paragraph above. “Appropriated 
surplus" identifies the typical reserves established 
by government enterprises. “Contributed surplus” 
distinguishes between "interest-free working 
capital" and “capital” contributions, the latter 
including both physical assets and amounts 
provided for their acquisition. “Contributed surplus” 
further identifies the contributors by level of 
government or government enterprise.
